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ON THE SUPREME BENCH 


POSSIBILITY OF A CHANGE 
IN THE OABINET. 
ATTORNEY GENERAL MILLER AND THE 
SEAT OF JUSTICE MATTHEWS—AP- 
POINTMENTS YESTERDAY.

Several times since the death of Associate 
Justice Matthews the statement has been made 
that the Prosident would probably appoint At- 
torney General Miller to the vacant place on 
the bench. While it was known that the Presi- 
dent had a much higher opinion of the Attorney 
General’s ability than the people of the country 


outside of Indiana had had opportunity to form, 
lt was Only regarded as an idie report until 
iteame back from Indianapolis, after it had 
been sent from Washington hy the corre- 
spondent of the Journal. That is the Presi- 
dent’s official paper, and its correspondent is 
supposed to enjoy to a greater degrees thau any 
other correspondent here the confidence of the 
President. It is scarcely credibie that he would 
have sent so decided a ‘tip’ to the Journal 
without first having satistied himself that 1t 
would be true in time. 

It may be that the President was about to 
make the experiment that President Hayes was 
once advised to make. A correspondent who | 
had been called upon to sympathize with Mr. 
Hayes because of some very severe abuse 
heaped upon him for making a particularly bad 
appointment told the President that he would 
save himself all the regret he was complaining 
of if two or three days before he wanted 
to name a batch of ofticers he would 
send down to “ Newspaper-rew” a list of the 
“probabies,” and let them go out, with the in- 
timation that their appointments would follow 
right along. That would give everybody who 
had cause to complain two er three days in 
which to make knewn the objections that woulda 
Otherwise only reach the ears of the President 
after the man had been appointed and had got 
his commission. 

The President does not regard the suggestion 
that Mr. Miller should be made the Associate 
Justice in place of Stanley Matthews as at all 
inappropriate. In his estimation, anc in the 
opinion of many [ndiana lawyers, Mr. Miller is 
one of the best men in his profession in the 
Btate. Gen. Harrison would have made a fight 
for his appointment to the District Judgespip, 
Wf, at the time the place was open, Mr. Harri- 
son had not been obliged to be in the Senate 
while Mr. Miller held on to the law business 
of both at Indianapolis. The greatest 
objection to the appointment of Mr. 
Miller, in the estimation of tho politicians, is 
that the Indiana district now bas a representa- 
tive on the Supreme Bench. The impression 
feoms to be here, among people who come 
about as near as it is possible to do to guessing 
the President’s intentions, that the plan of 
assignment of duties of the Judges of the ceurt 
will not deter the President from naming Mr. 
Miller if he desires to put him on the Supreme 
Bench. It will probably not lead to other 
changes in the Cabinet, but merely to the call- 
ing in of Swift of California or some other man 
to take the place of Attorney General. 


Eecretary Windom, says the Star, is probably 
the most erowded man in theCabinet. Day after 
day the office seekers and their friends swarm in 
upon him, and his room frequently contains 


forty or mere men walting for a word in hia 
ear. The result has been to delay the natearal 
advance of public business—including the sat- 
isfying of the hungry—to a eonsiderable extent, 
and the Secretary is in the habit of telling those 
who grumble at the siow grinding of the mill 
that “if they don’t give the jury a chance to 
retire they will never get a verdict.” Saturday 
was a little too much for the Secretary's pa- 
tience, and hs has given intimation that-be wili 
hereafter deny himself to all callers on Tuesday 
of each week until further notice in order ta 
give proper attention to important matters 
pendirg before the department.

Mr. O’Connor has been 
named by his friends for every othce witbin the 
gift of the State Executive for the last half 
dozen years, butitis said that his business is 
too large and jucrative to permitof his accept- 
ing an office worth to an honest wan but $3,500. 

Gov. Hill has been flooded with telegrams to- 
day asking that he give heariugs in individual 
and, te the senders of the dispatches, important 
cases, but he steadfastiy refuses to change his 
programme aiready published.

THREE DANGEROUS ISLANDS.

DIRECTLY IN THE ROUTE TO OHINA, 


BUT EVERY CHARTED. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, May 20.—Capt. Noyes of the 
American ship Coloma, owned in Portland and 
engaged in the China trade, reports that when 
just twenty days out of Hong-Kong on his re- 
turn trip his vessel came near running upon a 
reef of rocks and being dashed to pieces. It 
was about 8 o’clock in the evening and the ves- 
8el was some twenty-five miles north of Oango, 
one of the islands running northeasterly into the 
Pacitic from the north of Jupan. The Captain 
and passengers were seated in the cabin telling 
y artis and having a general good time. Outside 


the vessel was making about nine knots an 
hour. The first officer was on deck and all felt 
perfectly safe, with nothing on the broad ocean 
between them and Columbia. 

Suddenly the first officer saw something ahead 
which looked like a dark cloud. Looking aguin 
he saw that it was an island. He went to the 
cabin and calling the Captain oudé said, “ Cap- 
tain, there 1s land ahead.” 

“Why, man, there is no land here,” replied 
the master. 

Looking closor they found that the mate was 
right. About five miles anead loomed up three 
rocky islands, each forty feet in height, against 
the clear bive sky. The Captain hauled-to by the 
wind, and, sailing to the ‘westward, went olear 
of the isiands. These islands have never been 
put on the charts, and but for the faet that the 
night was clear the Coloma would have been 
wrecked. The islands range in a northeasterly 
direction, and are all in line, abeut a quarter of 
amile apart. They areon the route to China, 
in alonely part, and a shipwreck there would 
entail the loss of every life on board. Why 
these islands have never been discovered be- 
fore is hard to be explained, because the mail 
steamers must pass right by them on the way 
to Yokohama, and they are directly in the 
course of sailing vessels. Capt. Neyes thinks 
the reef is of recent‘upheaval. 


DR. M'COSH’S HEALTH.

His 
recovery is due very largely to a remarkably 
robust conatitution. The boys remomber that 
when the blizzard last year kept them from go- 
ing to recitations this wonderful old man went 
regularly to the Post Office every das, climbing 
over drifts of suow nine or ten feet high.

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THE PROHIBITION FIGHT 


LAST MONTH OF ‘THE OAM- 
PAIGN IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
THE CONFLICT BETWEEN THE LIQUOR 

AND ANTI-LIQUOR. ELEMENTS — 
QUAY’S FRIENDS SMILE AT HIS ZEAL. 
SCRANTON, Penn,, May 20.—The prohibition 
war is hotter than the weather in this section 
of Pennsylvania, and from this time on until 
the close of the polls on June 18, when the 
people of the Keystone State will decide for or 
against the liquor traftic, we may expect to 
revel in @ torrid temperature, The Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union is up and active 
in this county of Lackawauna, and some of 
the most effective work that has been 
done for the prohibition amendment in 
the coal valleys has been accomplished 
by Mrs. Henry W. Palmer, wife of the State 
Chairman of the Prohibition Committee, whose 
bome is at Wilkesbarre, less than twenty miles 
distant. She is an earnest, magnetio, intelli- 
gent talker and a wonderful worker, and it is 
said that her distinguished husband’s promi- 





nent work and zeai in behalf of the cause of 


prohibition is due to her influence. 

But there are many earnest and able women 
at work for the amendment as they never 
worked before, and if they could only vote it is 
safe to say that the away of King Alcohol would 


co down next month under the largest majority 
ever recorded in Pennsylvanis. Being unable 
to vote, they are pleading, praying, and exhort- 
ing those Who have votes to cast them for the 
home as against the saloon. Meetings are fre- 
quent and prohibition literature is falling all 
over the State *‘ thick as autumnal leaves that 
strew the brooks in Vallombrosa.”’ 

The great opportunity that has been sought 
for years is at hand. Prohibitionists have en- 
treated every session of the Pennsylvania 
Legislature that has been held for some time 
to give the people a chance to vote 
on this vital question, and now that the 
boon has been granted, there is much anxiety to 
know what the result will be. The announce- 
ment that United States Senator Quay will vote 
for the amendment has not produced as much 
enthusiasm in Prohibition ranks as had been ex- 
pected. There is an undercurrent of feeling 
among Prohibitionists to tbe effect that Mr. 
Quay has been playing fast and loose with tnis 
Vital question ever since he pledged the Repub- 
lican State Convention to 1t a few years ago, and 
that he.is now secretly allied with the great 
rum power of the State in an intrigue to over- 
throw the proposition by a sweeping majority. 
The recent exposure in THE Timus of his affilia- 
tien with the Philadelphia orewers is frequent- 
ly quoted as proof of his true position, ana the 
ostentatious announcement that he will vote 
for the amendment is regarded as an offset to 
that publication. His political friends laugh 
and wink knowingly at each other when they 
say: ‘Quay will support the amendment,” but 
Prohibitionists take little stock in the amend- 
ment. 

The practical politicians, who laugh at. prohi- 
bition sentiment lay great stress on the cir- 
cular recently issued by Chairman Paimer of 
the State Committee, calling for voluntary con- 
tributions of tunds in behalf of the amendment. 
They say: ** What can the Probibitionists want 
with funds? They are too good to use money.” 
and much wore tz the same effect. The amount 
of money collected and disbursed by tne liquor 
taterest to defeat the amendment, however, is 
enormous. Pennsylvania is regarded as the 
pivotal point of the entire prohibition question 
for the United States. In addition to the vast 
amount of whisky and beer manufactured in 
this State large quantities are sold here from 
other parts of the country, and in this way 
some of the wealthiest dealers in the land are 
interested in the outcome of the conflict. Heavy 
assessments have been levied on all the saloon 
keepers in the Commonwealth by the 
County and State Committees, and a 
great fund will be secured in this way. 
In the little mining town of Archbald 
nine miles north of Scranton, there are thirteen 
saloons. Each of these places has been taxed 
$100 by the Liquor Committee. If $1,300 oan 
be thus raised in that village itis easy to see 
what an enormous fund will be secuged through- 
out the State. Then come the contributions 
from outside and the effective work.done by the 
National Liguor League. Every newspaper of 
consequence in the State has received liberal 
offers from the. National Liquor League for the 
publication of articles favurable to the rum 
traftic. Those articles are not editorial expres- 
sions. They are sometimes sent under the 
guise of special or Associated Press dispatches 
showing the failure of probibition in distant 
Btates that nave tried it; sometimes they con- 
sist of clippings from such papers as the Chris- 
tian Unien, which journal, by the way,is now wost 
frequently quoted in opposition to prohibition, 
and in other cases the auti-prebibition articles 
are eredited to newspapers that have no ex- 
istence whatever. Original arguments in oppo- 
sition to prohibition are scarcein the subsi- 
dized newspapers, but their influence is invid- 
jiously and subtly cast on the side of the grog 
trade, and they are paid princely prices for this 
work out of the great pool of money that has 
been raised for this purpose all over the land, 

The few dollars that will reach the Prohib- 
tion treasury from enthusiastic temperance 
people whose hearts may be touched by Chair- 
man Palmer’s appeal are but a trifle as com- 
pared with the avalanche of cash that will roll 
into the treasury of the men who are making 
the fight en behalf of. the liquor trafiic. Long 
before the fight began in earnest in this State 
an agent from the_ beadquarters of the 
National Liquor League in Chicago 
made the rounds of the Pennsylvania 
aewspapers and arranged with them for 
the publication of a series of anti-prohibition 
articles of the kind above named during the 
Campaign. It is but just tosome ofthe pavers 
to say that they refused to increase their rev- 
enues in this manner, but the number that did 
so is in the minority, and this 1s why proni- 
bition has so few friends among the daily 
journals of the Keystone State. The zeal mani- 
fested by the prohibition people is really mar- 
velous. They hold meetings nightly; they 
distribute tracts; they talk and travel and 
write as if their very lives depended on the 
outcome of this conflict. There is not a tele- 
graph pole or fence in or about Scranton that 
is not plastered over with littie stickers con- 
taining such pungent sentences as ‘ ‘The Sa- 
loon Must Go,” *'fhe Rum Shon is the Gate of 
Hell,” “Vote for the Home against the Sa- 
leon,” and 60 on. 

THE TDIES’S Correspondent has conversed 
with a number of saloou keepers on the subject 
of the prohibition election within the past tew 
days and all seem sanguine of being able to de- 
feat the constitutiexai amendment by a sweep- 
ing majority. One prominent and popular boni- 
face said to-day: ** We will beat the amendment 
by a majority of 150,000 in this State. The 
only people we fear now as going against us are 
the Irish and the straight-out Yankees,” 

“Whatof the Germans?” 

“They will vote against the amendment toa 
man. Prohibition never had such a knock-dowa 
as it will get on the 18th of June in this State.” 
The Prohibitionists missed a great opportuni- 
ty when they did not address themselves more 
directly to the great army of working people 
early in the campaign. They are now en- 
deavoring to reach that powerful element, but 
it will require no small share of finesse to win 
the hearts and votes of the toiling masses in a 
body. Nodoubt a considerable percentage of 
the working vote will be cast for the amend- 
ment, but already one hears occasionar mur- 
murs against the attempt ‘to roba pvor man 
of his beer,” and it is evident that the votes of 
the breadwinners will be divided on the quee- 
tion of prohibition. 

If the vote had been taken immediately after 
the passage of the joint resolution by the 
Legisiature authorizing the special election 
the amendment would prevail; if the vote 
should be taken to-morrow the amendment 
would be defeated, ani it is safe to say, there- 
fore, that the »Prohtbitlonists will have to gain 
considerable ground if they are to win the 
great bavtle to be decided at the ballot box on 
the 18th of next month,

I requested Mr. Donald, the cashier, te look up 
the rating of the bank. When he returned he 
said the bank was considered good.

Faulkner handed me sume notes I looked at 
the paper, and said 1t would be much better if 
the General’s name was attached thereto. He 
suid he could fix that, and signed his name to 
the notes, stating that that name was worth 
about $120,000. Tho next time Gen. Faulkner 
called was in the Spring of 1887.”

FRANCE AND THE HAYTIANS 


A TREATY PROJEOT SAID 
BE LEGI1IMP'S. 
IMPORTANT CONCESSIONS REPORTED TO 
HAVE BEEN OFFERED IX RETURN 
FOR FRENCH AID TO LEGITIME. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived yesterday through the mails: 

CaPE HaYTIEN, Hayti, May 6.—The rumor of 
a@ Franco-Haytian alliance has taken substance 
in the following treaty, a copy of which was ob- 
tained from Port au Prinee throngh the agency 
of the Secret Service: 

The Republic of Hayti and the French Republic, 
desiring to cement the good understanding which 
happily exists between the two nations, have re- 
solved to make a treaty to the advantage of the two 
countries and have appointed as their plenivoten- 
tiaries, viz.: The President, of Hayti, Mr. Charles 
Laforestrie, and the President of the French Re- 
public, Odet Alphonse Heuri Charles, Marquis de 
Bresigny, Officer of the Legion of Honor, who, after 
exchange of their respective powers, in good and 
proper form, have agreed in the articles as follows: 

ARTICLE I. The Republic of Hayti cedes and aban- 
dons forever to the French Republic the Island of 
Gonaive; also a site at St. Nicolas Mole for the es- 
tablishment of a coal depot, Commissioners to be 
named by the contracting powers to designate and 
limit the site of this depot. 

ART. II. French vessels visiting the ports of 
Hayti will be exempt from light dues, tonhage, and 
water duties. 

ART. III, French goods imported into Hayti will 
pay 25 per cent. less duties as tixed. by the Haytian 
Custom House tariff. 

AkT. IV. French capitalists and contractors will 
have the preference over those of all other nations 
for the construction of railroads, working of mines, 
manufactures, and enterprises of all kinds; estab- 
lishment of banks and inatitutions‘of credit. 

ART. V. In return for the advantages accorded by 
the Republic of Hayti to the French Republic, 
the latter will assist the Government of Hayti to 
suppress the rebellion and accords her a subsidy of 
five and a half million of francs, with two war ves- 
sels of first-class arms and equipment. 

ART. VI. The Republic of Hayti will have, the 
Tight toengage in France the crew of artillerymen 
necessary for the two war steamers, and to pur- 
chase the arms and ammunition which she may 
need. 

ART. VII. The present treaty will on both sides 
be submitted to the approbation and’ratification of 
the competent authorities respectively, and the rat- 
ification will be exchanged at Paris in three months 
from this date or earlier if possible. 

In faith of which the respective plenipotentiaries 
have signed the above articles. 

Made in duplicate in Paris, the 7th day of the 
month of March, 1889.

At Cape Haytien there exists no doubt that 
the treaty, though unconstitutional, will be 
entered into. While French intervention is 
opposed with extreme bitterness at the North, 
American interference is considered with equal 
Tesentment in the South, 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The only statement 
that can be obtained officially from the State 
Department in relation to the treaty reported 
to have been made between the French Repub- 
lis and the republic of Hayti is that the State 
Department knows nothing about it. Unof- 
ficially, however, there is reason to believe that 
the State Department knows ail that there is 
about it, and that it regards the alleged treaty 
to be a bogus convention with which no author- 
ized Haytian agent has had anytuing todo, In- 
formation about such a paper seems to have 
been in the possession of the Haytian Minister 
and, probably through him, by the State De- 
partment for some time. 

The negotiation of such a ‘traty by Hayti, 
while the treaty of the United States with that 
country is atillin force, would be a distinct act 
of hostility, and would call for the exercise by 
the United. States of very PROM RS and strenuous 
measures te compel rega' Y the oxisting 
treaty. The second article.of that treaty is the 
“favoréd nation” clatise, under which the con- 
tracting nations mutually acree that each shall 
enjoy the same favors, exemptions, privileges, 
sad Lean aca Articole X. of the treaty pro- 
Vv : 


“Whatever kind of produce, manufactures, or 
Merchandise of any foreign gOuntry can be trom 
time to time lawfully imported: into the United 
States in their own vessels may algo be imported in 
the vessels of the republic of Hayti, and no higher 
or other duties upon the tonnage or cargoes of the 
vessels shall be levied or collected shal! be levied or 
a of the vessels of the most favored na- 


on. 

Reciprocally, it is provided as to all the 
things described as to which Hayti may enjoy 
privileges, the United States are to enjey like 
immunities andexemption ‘‘and no higher or 
other duties upon the tonnage or cargoes of the 
vessels shall be levied or collected than shall 
be levied or collected of the vessels of the most 
favored nation.” As if this were not enough to 
show that the probability that Hayti has nego- 
tiated such a treaty was very slight, Article 
XIII. is referred to. That article provides that 
there shall be no discriminating duties on 
account of nationalities of imports, that there 
shall be ro discriminating @tifies on exports, 
and that there shall be no digtrimination on im- 

ortation, Hayti is absolutely prohibited, so 

ong a8 the treaty of 1864 is hot terminated by 

the formal notice of one year, stipulated to be 
xiven by one of the parties when it was desired 
to terminate it, from granting special privi- 
leges to France or any other nation. 

Tho United States have only one treaty with 
Hayti, and that is this treaty of 1864, which re- 
jJates to “amity, commerce, and navigation, 
and for the extradition of fugitive criminals.” 
That the republic would throw away that con- 
vention 80 unceremoniously and run the risk of 
a collision with a oation with which it has 
every reason to be on the best of termsis con- 
sidered entirely improbable. The report that 
France and Hayti had in March last negotiated 
a treaty, under which Hayti was to have the 
help of France in settling her internal troubles, 
was heard by Mr. Stephen Preston, the Haytian 
Minister here, some time ago. Mr. Preston sent 
inquiring dispatches tu hia own country? and to 
Paris,and tne réplies he said assured hiin that 
there was nothing in the jreport, * There is,” 
said the Minister thia evening, “uo such treaty 
and absolutely no truth in the report.”

When the substance of the above treaty proj- 
ect was made known yesterday in quarters 
down town which are believed to be best 
informed in regard to Haytian matters, the 


opinion expressed was of doubt about any 
such “treaty” ever being successfully ne- 
gotiated. It seemed to be assumed that 
Mr. Laforestrie may have engaged in the 
preparation of such articles. He-has long been 
the Haytian Consul at Paris, and during the 
trouble in his country he has waintained an at- 
titude of active loyalty to Légitime. Moreover, 
Franee has wanted a foothold in the West Indies 
for years, and Légitime wants a strong ally. 
It is not believed, however, that France would 
ratify the treaty, knowing that such action 
would at once proveke the hostility of this Goy- 
ernment. Those who side wiih Hippolyte 
sneered at the treaty project. If every other 
obstacle toits consuin mation were removed, they 
say that it could not be ratified except by all of 
Hayti, not alone by the followers of Légitime. 

As against this news, bearing date a fortnight 
ago, Mr. Haustedt of Jimenes, Haustedt & Co. 
received cabiegrams yesterday which made it 
seem ridiculous to him that Légitime shoulda 
feel at present above any higher function than 
thatof crawling inte a hole to be forgotten. 
One of these diapatches, from Kingston,.report- 
ed the northern troops victorious at all points 
and declared Légitime’s downfall imminent. 
Another, from Puerto Plata, said that Hippo- 
lyte had been victorious everywhere, cupt- 
uring even Mirebalais and a@ecuobas, in 
the Department of Port au Prince. A 
third said that Légitime’s troops had been 
beaten in the Department of Artibonite and 
surrounded in Saline, and that Hippolyte haa 
captured the towns of Verrettes, Marchand, 
Hinche, and Petite Riviere. Mr. Haustedt said 
he had heard frequent rumors of attempts to 
negotiate such a treaty as is above outlined, but 
he never believed it cuuld be ratified by the 
countries in interest, because both countries 
knew the attitude of this Government in re- 
spect to such matters.

HIS SECRET VISIT TO ‘‘ BOSS” M’MANES 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 20.—The tocal politicians 
were a good deal shaken up this afternoon 
when they heard that Senator M. 8. Quay had 
been here on a secret mission to Boss McManes, 
and had slipped out of town again before any- 
pody but McManes and one or two newspaper 
inen knew that he had beén here. While every- 
bedy supposed that the Senator was atill catch- 
ing drumfish at Chincoteague, he came into 
town on a late train last night, slipped into the 
Continental Hétel unobserved, and went to bed 


without registering. He was up betimes this 
morning, and before his presence in town was 
suspected he burst in upon McManes while ha 
Was still at breakfastin his mansion in Spring 
Garden-street. Quay talked with none of the 
local politicians except McManes, whom he 
came Weare! to see, and he left for Washing- - 
ton on the 12:25 train this afternoon. 

Quay’s hurried and secret visit to MeManes, 
the most powerful of the local bosses, -was 
made because he is getting alarmed about his 
hold on the macnine in this State. It is known 
here that President Harrison has told’ MeManes 
that when he was ready to name the heads of 
the departments for the Federal offices in this, 
clty he would send for him to come to Washing- 
ton. The death of Internal Revenue Collector 
Gurker has hastened things seme, and Quay’s 
visit to McManes to-day. means that ¢hanges 
are about to occur, and that Quay wants to 
make himself solid with MeManes if he ean. 

McManes, Allen B. Roorke, Chairman of the 
Republican City Committee; David Martin, can- 
didate for the oftice of [ternal Revenue Collect- 
or, and his friend, David Wilaemore, left for 
Wasbington this afternoon in great haste and 
with considerable secresy. This is taken as ad- 
ditionul evidence that there will be a change in 
the Federai offices of this city very soon. The 
drawn battle in Lancaster County recently, ; 
where the Quay and Magee forces were dis- 
tinctly arraigned against each otherand the 
rout of Quay by Magee in Pittsburg on Satur-

WAR VESSELS. 
MATAAFA ANXIOUS FOR PEACE AND 

FOR AMERICAN PROTECTION—AD- 


MIRAL KIMBERLY STILL AT APIA. 

APIA, Samoa, May 1.—The shipwreeked off- 
cers and crews of the Trenton and Vandalia 
left here on the steamer Rockton to-day for 
Mare Island Navy Yard. Lieut: Wilson, who 
arrived on the Rockton Apri) 29, reported that 
he had found the greatest difficulty in charter- 
‘ing a vessel. He had fitted the vessel out with 
berths, mattresses, and blankets for the accom- 
modation of 450 men and had alsv taken in a 
sufficient quantity of coal and provisions, 

Admiral Kimberly decided to seud away every 
Man that the steamer could take. The work of 
» loading the men and baggage on the Rockton 
commenced the nextday. All of the survivors 
of the Vandalia, including eizht officers and one 
hundred and forty-two men, and twelve ollicers 
and three hundred men from the Trenton were 
sent aboard. Besides the Admiral and his 
conan ten ollicers and seventy-tlve men remain 

ere, ;

Nearly the whole population of Apia was ou 
the beach when the steamer left her moorings 
aud steamed out to sea, and for a few minutes 
loud cheering was heard in every direotion. 
The crews of the men-of-war Nipsic and Rapid 
and hundreds of people on the beach cheered 
the departing steamer, and the Trenton aad 
Van@alia men on the decks of the Rockton re- 
turned the cheers with a will. The seventy- 
five men who remain here are in charge of 
Lieut. Commander Lyon. It is supposed they 
will sither be sent home in the course of 
another month or be transferred to otber 
American war ships which may arrive here. 
The departure of the shipwrecked sallors is 

reoted with a feeling of relief, as Apia is not 
arge enough to accommodate sueh a number 
of men without great confusion resulting, and 
1c has been feared that serious illness wight 
break out in the town, owing to the crowded 
quarters of the men. 

Admiral Kimberly received a letter froz.. 
Mataafa a fewdays aftor he had issued hia 
prociamation advising the natives to give up 
war, in which the King saysthat he and his' 
chiefs are highly pleased with the prociama- 
tion. “To-day any desire for war,” he writes, 
“withour Kindred at Luatuanun is finished. 
I declare the war whieh was carried on between 
this part of Samoa and that part of Samoa is at 
anend, because I earnestly desire that Samoa 
should find a state of prosperity, and to give 
ever to you the office of umpire between us 
both, and let us all werk to the same purpose. 
Besides, I declare that Samca woul 
danger if the United States alone were to 
protect and give their support to it and be 
the sole master of all Samuva, 
interference of any other 


system would be useless.” Admiral Kimberly 
made an appropriate reply and promised to 
send the King’s letter to Washington, Ad- 
miral Kimberly declined to make public the cor- 
respondence between himself and Tamasese. 

Affidavits have been prepared, under the adi-. 
rection of Mataafa, which have been forwarded - 
to the State Department at Washington, in ref- ‘ 
erence to the December battle, to be presented 
tthe conference. These affidavita are ‘ 
made by Seumanu Tafa, the chief of Apia and 
the Governor of the Tuamasaga district, and 
by a number of.@ther natives who were present 
during the fight. Witnesses declare that the ; 
Germans commenced the fighting and killed 
one native and wounded another before a shot 
was fired by the Samoans. An attack was/| 
made by some of Tamasese’s Men one week ago | 
upon two natives belonging to the Mataafa! 
party and they were slightly wounded. Ma- 
taafa’s warriors threatened to make an attack 
upon Tamasese, but were persuaded to allow 
the incident to pass unnoticed. 

The natives have succeeded in recovering a 
safe containing $15,000 from the wreek of the’ 
German gunboat Eber. Native divers are stili 
at work on the wreck of the Eber, making an 
effort to save the guns. The rudder for the 
Nipsic, which Admiral Kimberly had under his 
personal supervision, has been compieted and 

laced in position, and it is probable that the 

ipsic will start for Auckland as soon as the 
Alert arrives here. 

The British man-of-war Rapid, which left 
here ten days ago, returned on tno 25th. Her 
Captain reported upon his return that he had 
been to Suwzrrow, a small island about four 
hundred miles eastof Samoa, and formally an- 
nexed it to Great Britain. 

San FRANCISCO, May 20.—The steamer Rock- 
ton arrived this morning from Apia, Samoa. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Commodore Walker, 
who is Acting Secretary of the Navy to-day, re- 
ceived a dispatch from Capt. Farquhar an- 
nouncing his arrival at San Francisco. He says 
the Admiral has issued a proclamation to the 
Samoans advising peace. The armies are dis- 
banding to await the result of the Berlin con- 
ference. There is famine among the natives, 
caused by the destruction of crops during the 
recent hurricane, and the Admiral requests au- 
thority to issue rations tothem. As some time 
must elapse before the next mail steamer leaves 
for Samoa, the authority necessary to enable 
Admiral Kimberly to issue rations cannot be 
sent immediately. 





A DESTRUCTIVE WINDSTORM. 

SCRANTON, Penan., May 20.—A destructive 
storm cloud swooped down on the mountain 
west of Scranton this afternoon with tretaen- 
dous force and burst upon tho farming sevtie- 
ment of Clark’s Summit with greatiury. It 
struck the newly-erected house of Simo.: 
Tomegy at that plaee, srattersd it to pieces, 
and carried the fragments in a whirliug gust a 
distance of nsarly two miles into the village of 
Clark’s Green. Largo barns and other bniidings 
on the farms of Charles Robinson. Charies 
White, and others in the neighborhbeod were 
swept from their foundations and smashes inta 
splinters. Trees were uprooted and srapjod in 
twain along the path of the eycione and piled 
in confusion in the public road. Great damagu 
was done to the orchards over which the storm 
swept, and at Clark’s Green several huuses 
were unroofed. 

The path of ths furious tempest, which rau 
from west to Gast, Was not more thanaquarterels 
a mile wide.

To-morrow the Trustees of the State 
Capitol, consisting of the Governor, Lieu- 
tenant Governor, and Speaker of the As- 
sembly, are to hold a meeting at Albany, 
and it is supposed that their principal busi- 
ness will be the removal of Superintendent 
ANDREWS and the appointment of his suc- 
cessor. We have no idea that ANDREWS 
in his connection with the ceiling job was 
anything but the tool of the politicians 
who profited by it, but having served his 
purpose he is to be sent into the wilderness 
with the sins of others as well as his own 
upon his head. It is presumed now that all 
investigations are over that he will make 
no damaging outcry. It is a curious sequel 
tothe “deal” of last year that the two 
Democratic Trustees are not agreed as to 
the appointment of anew Superintendent, 
but that Gov. Hirt and Speaker COLE are 
the ones to have an understanding about it. 











It ought to be possible by this time to fix 
with a fair degree of accuracy the relative 
order of precedence in the matter of office 
getting of the relatives and connections by 
marriage of the Harrison family. Up to 
date we have (a) the brother of the Presi- 
dent, (b) the father of the wife of the 
President, (c) the father of the wife of the 
son of the President, (d) the brother of the 
husband of the daughter of the President. 
There is an element of some obscurity, but 
of positive advantage, that must be kept in 
mind, which consists in the right of domicile 
in the White House, and which must be ac- 
cepted as an equivalent for office given. We 
notice that some unsophisticated journalists 
are discussing the “remedy” for this state 
of things. Itis clearly a case where Sir 
BoyLe Rocur’s ruje should have been fol- 
lowed, ‘‘The true remedy for such errors is 
to stop before you begin.” It isa little 
late for that, and any one who does not 
relish the exhibition offered by Mr. HARRI- 
sON and his numerous “ tail,” may comfort 
himself as best he can with the reflection 
that, according to the Hon. Mr. AINs- 
WORTH, if there had been no Assombly 
ceiling steal, the actual and philoprogeni- 
tive President of the United States would 
be supporting his family at Indianapolis. 











Our high-tariff neighbor, the Tribune, on 
the 17th inst. repeated its virtuous denun- 
eiation of Trusts and similar combinations, 
and then fell back upon its old assertion, 
which 1s in substance that there really are 
no combinations that are aided by the tariff 
in “extorting money from the people.” At 
the same time the Tribune said: ‘It is rep- 
resented that a White Lead Trust is in 
process of formation, though accounts pub- 
lished indicate not much probability of the 
success of its promoters.” If the Tribune 
will consult its own files it will discover 
that for two or three months it has been re-

Exchange. Surely a Trust that has been

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organized for more than a year, that has & claim were ‘advanced ‘for the first 


a certificate capital of $30,000,000, and 
whose certificates are bought and sold 
daily with those of the Cottonseed Oil 
Trust and the Sugar. Trust at the Stock 
Exchange, is not properly described as 
something that is “represented” to be ‘in 
process of formation.” The Tribune may 
also find in its news columns some state- 
ments about this Trust, and if it shall 
search its files studiously it will be able 
to glean from them for use when the next 
attempt to revise the tariff is made an in- 
teresting list of combinations that use 
tariff duties ‘‘as instruments of private 
greed.” 

A very warm contest is going on in the 
State of Pennsylvania over the prohibition 
amendment which is to be voted upon on 
the 18th of June, and it is greatly to be 
feared that it will be an injury to the cause 
of genuine temperance reform. There is 
little doubt that the amendment will be 
defeated, and as the brewers, distillers, and 
liquor dealers will use their efforts and their 
money to this end, it will have the appear- 
ance of being a triumph for them, whereas 
they will necessarily have the aid of 
many sober citizens who would gladly see 
their traffic restricted to the utmost ex- 
tent, but who are opposed to absolute pro- 
hibition. Thereis great danger that if the 
amendment is defeated by a very large 
majority, as seems likely to be the case, it 
will cause a reaction so far as the political 
parties are concerned on the subject of re- 
strictive legislation. It would have been 
an advantage to the cause of temperance if 
this violent contest over prohibition had 
been avoided: 








We congratulate Mr. Secretary WINDOM 
on the firmness he has shown in refusing 
to see office seekers on one day of each 
week. It is true that this little fraction 
of his time is apparently to be given up 
to considering and deciding on the claims 
of the office seekers whom he sees on 
other days, but by the diligent use of 
one-sixth of his time he may work through 
the drove and get a chance before next De- 
cember to attend to public business. 








It is natural that the abstention of the 
monarchical powers of Europe from the 
Paris Exposition upon the ground that they 
do not approve the French Revolution 
should provoke comparisons between the 


‘republics and the monarchies of the world. 


In spite of the coldness of the royal per- 
sonages the exhibition seems to be doing 
extremely well, and the collapse of Bov- 
LANGER is a new proof that the great 
majority of the French people are well con- 
tent with their republic. On the other 
hand, the Czar of Russia, who cannot 
consistently associate himself with elect- 
ive chief magistrates in international 
functions, is nominally the most absolute 
sovereign’ in Europe. At present he is en- 
gaged in entertaining a really absolute 
sovereign in the person of the Shah of 
Persia. The Czar has been compelled to 
change the programme of this entertain- 
ment lest if the original programme were 
carried out his right trusty and well-beloved 
subjects might take advantage of the occa- 
sion to blow him up with dynamite. This 
incident sheds a somewhat ghastly lighton 
the Czar’s refusal to compromise his po- 
sition by taking official cognizance of the 
Paris Exposition. It recalls CARLYLE’s re- 
cital of the war waged by the monarchies 
of a hundred years ago “for the consola- 
tion of mankind,” and his remark upon the 
awkwardness of the appearance of man- 
kind ‘to say for itself what was the thing 
that would console it.” 








A QUESTION OF “ RIGHTS.” 

Two gentlemen of the names, respective- 
ly, of CULLOM and FARWELL are Senators 
of the United States from the State of Illi- 
nois. Their duties, powers, and rights 
are defined, with those of the body of 
which they are members, by the Consti- 
tution of the United States, which at least 
ene of them, being a lawyer, must be sup- 
posed to have read. In that instrument 
there is nothing as te any share that they 
can possibly claim in the selection of ap- 
pointees to office under the Federal Gov- 
ernment, except that they have each a vote 
upon the question whether the advice 
and consent of the Senate shall be 
given to the appointment of persons 
nominated by the President. But Messrs. 
CULLOM and FARWELL are not content with 
the performance of the duty assigned to 
them by the Constitution. Far from it. 
They say, and we do not doubt that they 
honestly think, so far as they are capable 
of thinking at all, that they have a “right” 
to name certain Federal officers whose 
functions happen to lie within their own 
State. The President has, since the ad- 
journment of the Senate, appointed a Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for- the collec- 
tion district that has the honor of embrac- 
ing the town where Mr. CuLLoM resides. It 
is this case on which the two Senators 
propose to join issue as to their “ right.” 

We do not know how far the fact of resi- 
dence is regarded by the Senators as creat- 
ing or confirming the ‘right’ that they 
claim. It isin reality, and obviously, only 
an accident, and if it had not happened to 
be convenient to join the issue on this par- 
ticular case it would have been made, we 
doubt not, with equal energy and persist- 
ence on some other that did not present 
this feature. We cannot imagine that 
Messrs. FARWELL and CULLOM seriously 
argue that there is any different rule for 
the selection of employés of the Federal 
service in the homes of Senators from that 
which governs all others. The factthat they 
give some prominence to this accidental 
element of the case only emphasizes the 
other fact that their claim is a purely ficti- 
tious, or, 1f they prefer, a conventional 
one, and has and can have no foundation 
in law orin any interpretation of the in- 
tent of the Constitution. In other words, 
the gentlemen from Illinois are contending 
on the ground of party political custom for 
a privilege that does not exist in law or 
reason, that has no justification in the pub- 


lic interest, that is a part of a system of | 


party management opposed to the public 


interest, and that in this case presents an |

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time now, it would be laughed at and the 
men who made it would be regarded with 
derision and contempt, as they deserve to 
be. Their offense, were it a novel one and 
were it possible to get a judgment on it 
upon its merits, would be a good cause for a 
request by the State of Illinois that they 
should resign a trust that they were seek- 
ing to prostitute, to low personal ends, and 
if this request were not granted, the Senate 
itself might find grounds for calling to ac- 
count members who are so clearly bringing 
the body into contempt. 

There are several facts that make it im- 
practicable to take this high but perfectl y 
simple and sound view of the matter. The 
first is that the offense of Messes. CULLOM 
and FARWELL is not a novel one, that it is, 
on the contrary, a very old and common 
one, and that the Senators of either party 
who aro sufficiently without sin regarding 
it to throw the tirst stone at them could be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. So 
completely is the constitutional idea of the 


Senatorial office lost, and so completely has 
that office sunk to the level of place- 
mongering, that the Senator who should 
try to rebuke the absurd usurpation con- 
tended for in this case, would have first to 
spend much time and labor in explaining 
to his fellow-Senators wherein it is not 
“all right.” The second reason why the 
ridiculous and offensive claim of Messrs. 
CULLOM and FARWELL cannot readily be 
exposed effectively is that the President, 
who is the officer particularly offended 
against, has practically abdicated his own 
office in this direction, and has abandoned 
his own rightsin favorof Congressmen who 
have no more standing in justice and rea- 
son than have the Senators. The “ fight” 
that the two Senators have set out to make 
is not against the President at all, but 
against the Congressmen. Whichever side 
wins, the people must lese. It is not 
a contention as between right and 
wrung, but as between two wrongs. 
Practically the people of the United 
States are no more directly interested 
than a householder would be in the quarrel 
between two.parties of thieves who had 
looted his home.as to who should have the 
plunder. Insuch a case the householder 
would naturally call in a policeman and 
get his property rescued from both sets of 
claimants. Butinthe matter of appoint- 
ments, the policeman—that is to say, the 
President, who is the lawful guardian, or 
ought to be, of the people’s rights—has sur- 
rendered to one set of the offenders and 
made himself quite helpless to do anything 
for the real parties in interest. Itis not a 
pleasing spectacle in this opening year of 
the second century of Contitutional Gov- 
ernment, but there is no mistake about the 
facts. 
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THE COMPULSORY EDUCATION BILL. 

We have not at hand the so-called Com- 
pulsory Education act as it was finally 
passed, and the textof the billasit was 
last._reported from the Committee on Public 
Education and considered in Committee of 
the Whole in the Assembly does not, as we 
understand it, contain any such provision as 
the teachers of private schools in’ this 
city are objecting to. Section 1 requires 
parents or guardians or other persons hav- 
ing charge of children between the ages of 
seven and eleven years to send them to 
public schools during the whole time be- 
tween Oct. 1 and June 1 when such schools 





‘are in session, and in like manner it re- 


quires children from eleven to four- 
teen years of age to be sent to pub- 
lic schools at least fourteen weeks in 
the year. Section 2 imposes penalties 
for the neglect of these requirements, and 
Section 3 remits the penalties in case a 
child attends for the prescribed period “a 
schoel.other than a public schoel, in which 
atleast the common school branches of 
reading, writing, arithmetic, grammar, and 
geography are taught in the English lan- 
guage,” or is “ taught for the like period 
and in the like branches of study in Eng- 
lish at home by a teacher duly qualified 
under the laws of this State or approved 
by a School Commissioner or by a Superin- 
tendent of Schools, by whatever name 
known.in a city of this State.” 

We take the requirement here as to the 
qualifications of teachers to apply only to 
those who instruct children in their own 
homes, and if teachers in private schools 
are required to have certificates of com- 
petency from public school officers it is 
through some amendment put upon the bill 
in the course of its passage through the two 
houses which we have been unable to find. 
But we see no ground upon which the State 
can properly interfere with the instruction 
of children either at home or in private 
schoels further than to ascertain that they 
are receiving at least the amount of ele- 
mentary education that is made compulsory 
in the public schools. If it is proposed 
in the bill nowin the Governor’s hands to 
give public school authorities any right of 
interference whatever in the affairs of pri- 
vate schools or private instructors a 
very vigorous protest against its approval 
is justified and ought to be heeded. If a 
parent chooses to have his children in- 
structed at home,:whether by a hired teach- 
er or by a member of his own family, it is 
aright with which the State has no busi- 
ness to interfere. Many parents who can 
afford it prefer to send their children to 
private schools because they believe them 
to be better than public schools, as they 
certainly ought to be, and in many cases 
undoubtedly are, and because they do 
not wish to have any public supervision 
over their education. They prefer to 
choose the supervision for themselves. 

The difficulty is in preventing the right to 
send children to private schools, or to have 
them instructed at home, from being used as 
a subterfuge for neglecting their education 
and keeping them at work when they 
should be at school. ‘There are classes of 
people, largely foreigners, who... it is, said, 
resort to such a subterfuge and make a 
pretense of home or private instruction, 
when no equivalent is afforded even 
for the minimun requirements of pudlic 
school.education. If we are to have a com- 
pulsory education law at all—and we have

factional or personal ambition. If such | certeining that children who do not attend 
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the public schools are receiving at least 
an equivalent education elsewhere. This 
can be done without bringing private 
schools or their teachers in any way under 
the supervision or authority of public 
school officials and without interfering 
with. the right of parents to have their 
children taught at home by teachers of 
their own selection. 

The fact is that private schools and 
home instruction are not supplementary 
to the public school system. They are 
the primary methods of education and 
the public schools are supplementary 
to them and intended to provide for 
those who are not otherwise provided for. 
Those who are otherwise provided for 
it has no concern with. It cannot be a 
difficult matter to draw the line between 
those who proyide education for their own 
children and those who try to escape hay- 
ing their children educated at all. In order 
to compel the latter to send their children 
to the public schools itis not necessary to 
interfere with the rights of the former. 
The immediate need is elementary schoo!s 
enough for those who are willing to attend 
them and the bringing in of all who are 
known to be otherwise unprovided. for, and 
until that is accomplished there, is no 


occasion for instituting any inquisition 
into private schools or home instruction. 








THE OCEAN “ RECORD.” 

The season of 1889 seems destined to be 
memorable for the breaking of records by 
ocean steamships. It was but the other 
day that the City of Paris broke two in one 
trip, that of the best day’s performance 
and that of the shortest passage between 
Queenstown and New-York. The latter 
performance was especially remarkable, 
inasmuch as the passage was brought by 
it for the first time within the limit of six 
days, which has been for many years the 
goal of shipbuilders and engine builders 
and shipmasters. 

The new steamship Augusta Victoria, of 
the Hamburg-American Company, has now 
made the record of the best “‘ first trip,” 
eclipsing that of the America, which has 
stood for five or six years. The passage 
was reckoned from Southampton, from 
which point to New-York the competi- 
tion has been quite as keen, though not 
quite so conspicuous, as between Queens- 
town and New-York. Making the proper 
allowances, however, the passage exceeds 
in speed any first performance across the 
Atlantic. It is true that this high speed is 
not attained except at a tremendous cost, 
Considering the censumption of coal 
even on the crack steamers so lately 
as ten years ago, it is almost appalling 
to read that the Augusta Victoria used 
“only” 220 tons of coal a day, or something 
over 1,600 tons, in itself a cargo for a sail- 
ing ship of the first class, during the entire 
passage. It seems safe to expect that the 
efforts of the engineers will now be devoted 
quite as much to the more economical ap- 
plication of power as to the generation of 
more power by their engines, Commodore 
VANDERBILT once explained his methods as 
a ‘‘steamboat man” by saying thatif he 
could not run his boats as fast and as well 
as those of a rival line, and’ 10 per cent. 
cheaper, he would go out of the business. 
The profit represented by a saving 1n the 
consumption of coal has become quite as 
important an object of desire in the Atlantic 
passenger trade as the attainment of high 
speed. 

In one respect the quick passage of the 
Augusta Victoria is more significant than 
that of the City of Paris, especially to 
Americans, and it is for this significance 
that it is mainly worth while to cail atten- 
tion to it. All commercial nations had at 
one time the stupid code of shipping laws 
that we alone retain. Our own law is 
modeled upon an English statute of the 
seventeenth century, the perpetuation of 
which would have rendered it impossible 
for British merchants to avail themselves 
of the opportunity offered to them to buy a 
mercantile navy very cheap -when our 
flag was driven from the ocean by 
the Confederate privateers. If the su- 
premacy of the British mercantile marine 
is not now an absolute monopoly it is 
because other nations have been wiser than 
we. The merchants of Germany and France 
were permitted to buy ships where they 
could buy them cheapest and to sail them 
under their own national flags. The result 
_was that both Germany and France 
equipped themselves with fleets of Clyde- 
built steamers and took their share in the 
competition for the carrying trade of the 
world, from which we were excluded by 
our own act. Now magnificent and power- 
ful ships enter the harbor of New-York 
weekly that not only fly the German and 
French flags, but that were launched 
from German and Frenth dockyards, 
The Augusta Victoria, which has proved 
herself the equal of the finest Brit- 
ish ships, was built at Stettin. To as- 
sume that as good ships cannot be built in 
American yards is to assume that we have 
lost all eur aptitude for an art in which, 
while the raw material of it was cheaper 
and more abundant here than elsewhere, 
weled the world, and in which our profi- 
ciency is still shown in yacht racing, which 
has little other practical result than to 
show it. Ifthe raw material of shipbuild- 
ing, under the new conditions, had not been 
made artificially dear by legislation, and if, 
while our shipwrights were adjusting them- 
selves to the new conditions, our people 
were permitted to buy ships where they 
could, instead of being forbidden to buy 
them, as if the importation of ships were a 
curse to the country, who can doubt that 
we should now be taking a leading part in 
the competition of which we are the enrvi- 
ous spectators ?

ANNUAL REGATTA OF THE CORINTHIAN 
MOSQUITO FLEET. 


The Corinthian Mosquito Fleet, organized 
last December to unite owners of single-handed 
eruisers for their mutual benefit and enjoyment 
and to foster by racing and cruising an interest 
in designing, rigging, and handling of all small 
craft, met last evening in the Sturtevant House 
to adopt racing rules and arrange for its first 
regatta, to be sailed June 8 off Horseshoes Cove, 
near Larchmont. Invitations te enter boats 
have been extended to members of the Larch- 
mont, New-Rochelle, and New-Haven Yacht 
Clubs, the New-York Athletic Ciub, the New- 
York, Kniekerbocker, and Brooklyn Canoe 
Clubs, and the Pequot Canoe Association. Any 
pleasure boat not longer than twenty feet on 
the load water line is eligible to enter, and en- 
tries, specifying the load water-line length, rig, 
and modei, must be made by noon of June 3. 

The rules provide that after the preparatory 
signal has been made no ballast or dead weight 
of any kind shall be taken on board or put out, 
and no ballast shall be shifted during a race. 
The time allowance thata boat shall give toa 
smaller one will be at the rate of six seconds to 
the foot of excess of load water-line length for 
each mile of the prescribed course. Classifica- 
tion is as follows: Class 1, boats measuring 20 
fect and over 1719 feet; wlass 2, boats 
173g feet and over 15 feet; class 3, 
boats 15 feet and over 1215 feet; Class 4, boats 
1249 feet and under. Boats will not be allowed 
to earry more than two persons, and shall be 
salled by amateurs. The emblem of the fleet is 
&@ white rectangular flag with a blue stripe run- 
ame diagonally from the lower left-hand corner 
to the upper right-hand corner. Cups will be 
given as prizes.: 

Mr. Chester Monroe of the Larchmont Ciub 
has invited the Mosquito Fleet to give a regatta 
on June 1C; also, to keep the fleet at his clup 
and fili in @ Gate, and, as an inducement, said 
the Larchmont Club would give two cups for 
prizes.

CHIEF SHAY RETIRES. 


THE HEAD OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
IS RETIRED AT HIS OWN REQUEST. 
A tired, invalid, and efficient public serv- 

ant, Charles Oscar Shay, Chief of the Fire De- 
partment, was retiréd yesterday by the Board 
ot Fire Commissioners on a pension of $2,500 a 
year. He never recovered from exposure,over- 
exertion, and smoke breathing at the Hecker 
Milis firein Water, Monroe, and Cherry streets 
on July 31, 1882, and recently vertigo and 
heart and lung troubles had made fro fiehting 
uphill work to him. Ho was retired at his own 
request. Mr. Shay was fifty-four years old last 
October. Thirty-five years ag> he became a 
volunteer fireman, and when the paid depart- 
ment was organized he joined it In April, 
1884,he succeeded Eli Bates as Chief of the de- 
partment.

_ WOODRUFF 18 TIRED, 


HE IS THROUGH WITH PATRONAGE AND 
POLITICIANS ARE SURPRISED. 

Since Franklin Woodruff was forced from 
his office an dispenser of Federal patronage in 
Kings County two weeks ago tne local poli- 
ticians have been discussing the possibility of 
his resigning his position as President of the 
Republican General Committee. Such action 
on his part would precipitate a fight that would 
last for months aud possibly years. Yesterday 
a local paper brought the matter up again by 
announcing in an interview with Mr. Woodruff 
that be would get out of the General Committee 
very soon. 

A TIMES reporter found Mr. Woodruff at his 
home last night, and was told that the story 
was untrue. 

“I never said [ would resign,’”’ Mr. Woodruff 
said, “but I will say Iam thinking very seri- 
ously of doing so. I can’tand I won’t go on 
being a go-bétween for hordes of office seckers. 
There are too many men in the party merely for 
what they can get. They want the spoils, while 
I am sick of the whole business,” 

“Will you take any further partin the dis- 
= of the patronage?’ Mr. Woodruff was 
asked, 

“Not much,” was the very positive answer. 
“JT have had all I want of such dirty business 
and more, too. They gave me that office against 
my desire, and then put me out in a very inde- 
cent manner. I'll have no more of it.” 

This announcement by Mr. Woodruff eansed 
the greatest surprise to local politicians las? 
night. Many cule not believe it. Theodore B. 
Willis, whe is the real head of the General Com- 
mittee, although Woodruff is President, saia: 

*T can’t understand Mr. Woodruff’s conauct. 
Some one ts guilty of double dealing. Mr. Wood- 
ruit told me personally that he was entirely 
satisfied with the action of the committees in de- 
priving him of tne distripution of.the patron- 
age. In fact, before the final meeting he told 
moe he was going to resign, but at the meeting 
he did nothing of the sort, so we had to legis- 
late him eut of office.” 

James W. Birkett and Clarence Barrow, the 
Treasurer and the Secretary of the General 
Committee, said that Mr. Wooaruff told them, 
as he did Mr. Willis, that he was pleased with 
the committee’s action in changing the method 
of distributing patronage. If he should resign 
new they thought the party would suffer by the 
tight that would follow. Secretary of the Navy 
Tracy had several interviews with Woodruff, 
Birkett, and Willis, but could not clear the mud- 
die over the patronage question. He found tne 
local men very much worried because Willis 
has not been appointed Surveyor of the Port. 
They had been scared by a story that Senator 
Hiscock had gone over to John W. Jacobus. 
This Secretary Tracy denied. To one of Mr. 
Willis’s friends he said: 

“The fight for Jacobus 1s still going on, but 
those pushing it have made no impresaion op 
the President. I have insisted all along, and 
shall continue to maintain, that Brooklyn must 
have one of these big Federal offices, and there 
is little doubt that we will get it.” 

Mr. Willis feels confident that he is all right, 
but at the same time a delegation of his friends 
will visit Washington to-morrow and urge upon 
the President himself the necessity of appoint- 
ing Willis to succeed Beattie.

Such a structure 
will lead the minds of our citizens away 
from sordid things and will suggest to them 
not only the impressive thoughts connected 
with our first President’s inanguration, but will 
constantly remind them how grandly the event was 
celebrated in their city 100 years afterward. Ry 
such means is public spirit fostered and 
the way opened tor a wider prevalence 
ot ‘ood citizenship in highest and 
broadest sense.

THE STATE’S PARENTAL AUTHORITY. 

The parlors of the Republican Club, at 
450 Fifth-avenue, were comfortably filled with 
members last night atthe club’s monthly meet- 
ing. Some routine business was transacted 
and a resolution was offered setting forth the 
fact that this city had had no Republican Mayor 
since the civil war; that a change in the form of 


City Government was necessary—that is, that a 
Republican Mayor should be élected—and ap- 
pointing a committee of fifteen to further this 
end. This resolution was adopted, and then 
Prof. Jonn Ordronaux, LL. D., was callea upon 
to make the address of the evening. 

Prof. Ordronaux chose for his subject “ The 
Parental Authority of the American State.” In 
the Constitution of the United States, he said, 
this authority was exhibited first in that clause 
which grants patents for inventions to individu- 
als. his grant was in some respects the grant 
ing of a monopoly. but it encourages art, in- 
dustry, and thrift, and was almost always bene- 
ficial to the country. Take authority was next 
exhibited in the writ of habeas corpus, and next 
in the prevention of cruel or unnecessary pun- 
ishment. Cruelty of punishment, however, 
nowadays take a different form. Itis neither 
fair nor humane to keep convicts sentenced to 
hard labor in enforced idleness. It is a cruel 
punishment. Such a practice was, he believed, 
a direct violation of the Constitution. 

In speaking of the club’s resolution about a 
Republican Mayor he said, “‘We may not all 
live to see him,” referring toa Republicans 
Mayor for New York, ‘“‘but time works won- 
ders. We may one day behold upon the Brock- 
lyn Bridge some educated Pawnee sketching the 
ruins of Tammany Hall.”

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THE FOG CONTINUES THICK 


RUMORS OF MANY NAREOW 
ESOAP ES. 
AN INVESTIGATION OF THE RUNNING 
DOWN OF THE PILOT BOAT WEBB 
TO BE MADE TO-DAY. 

The heavy sea fog that has for the last 
three days wrapped the Sandy Hook observer 
in an almost impenetrable cloak of moist mist 
gave some signs yesterday of lifting. Later on 
the wind blew iy strong from the southeast, 
and after a few heavy showers. of rain the 
weather became comparatively clear. The 
Guion liner Arizona was the first ocean steamer 
reported yesterday, and she had met the foga 
good many miles off shore. 

Some one circulated a story that she had nar- 
rowly escaped a collision with the Normandie. 
It was said that on Sunday afternoon, while the 
Arizona was cautiously making her way 
through a dense fog bank, the Normandie 
loomed up close at hand and just slipped by 
without doing any harm. The officers of the 
Arizona, however, knew nothing whatever of 
any such narrow escape. Both the Captain and 
ohiet officer agreed yesterday in declaring that 
nothing whatever had been seen of the French 
steamer, and so far as they knew they had been 
in no danger of collision. The Arizona did, 
however, pass close by the wreck of the sunken 

ilotboat Chariotte Webb. Her topmasts were 

bove water, and her yawl, bottom up, was 
floating alongside. 

Ail last night the rivers and ba 
oped in a dense mass of foz, more dense, in fact, 
than that of Sunday. The constant sounding of 
“whisties and bells told that such craft as had 
Yentured out into the bay were moving with 
the utmost caution to prevent collisions, while 
the ferryboats of the various fines felt their 
way carefully across the rivers. No acci- 
dents, however, had been reported up to a 
late hour last night. Through the city the 
fog had lifted, caused by the rain which effect- 
nally cleared the atmosphere so the line of 
Vision was about the same as in clear weather. 
The streocts, however, were one mass of sticky, 
pasty mud, while the gutters and sewers were 
taking in the floods of water which poured 
m4 ey ina perfect deluge during most of the 
bight. 

t is very likely that in the fog and confusion 
on Saturday night there were many narrow 
escapes that have not been recorded. When 
the Normandie put baek and came to anchor 
near the Etruria it seemed very dangerous for 
the Etruria at one time, it Was reported yester- 
day. If such were the case, Capt. Haines of 
the Etruria was unconscious of any such fact. 

¥he statements of some of the survivors of 
the pilotboat disaster of Saturday night contra- 
dicts the testimony of Survivors Andersen and 
Heines as given in yesterday’s Times. Pilot 
John Hammer and Alexander Scott both have 
made their reports of the accident to the Pilot 
Commissioners, and say that there was no ill 
treatment whatever on the part of the officers 
of the Normandie. The whole affair will be in- 
Vestigated before to-day’s session of the Pilot 
Commissioners, and the survivors will all be 
examined as to their knowledge of the cause 
and circumstances of the collisiom 

There has been wuch sorrow felt among the 
pilots for the death of Boatkeeper Fitzgerala 
and Capt. Malcolm of the Charlotte Webb. 
Malcolm’s career has been along and useful 
one, and he was very well known among his 
fellow-pilots.

TRIP OF THE ELLIOT L. DOW. 


CAPT. LAMPHERE RUNS HIS SCHOONER 
SAFELY THROUGH THE FOG 

One of the most skillful displays in the 

handling of a vessel on the coast during the 

past week was made by Capt. Lamphere of the 


American schooner Elliot L. Dow of New-Lon- 
don. Capt. Lamphere belongs in Cape Ann, 
Mass., and left that port during the past week 
for New-York with a cargo of flagging. Aoccord- 
ing to the Captain’s ey agen no sooner had 
he cleared from landgthan his vessel was envyel- 
oped in a fog thicker thanis usually seen off the 
New-England coast. Capt. Lamphere said: 
* But I didn’t think mueh of it at the time and 
shaped my course over the accustomed run, but 
as hour after hour passed and the fog grew 
thicker and thicker, I began to get extremely 
anxious for the vessel’s position. I kept my 
fog horn going all the time and got sound- 


ings a6 regular intervais. On Saturday 
night [ went below to the chart table 
and shaped a course whieh, if my dead 


reckoning was correct, wouid enable me to pick 
up the whistling buoy oit Fire Island All 
along, the wind ._had been fair for us, but I ran 
cautiously, with the whole watch forward peer- 
ing into the big banks. A little before midnight 
the unmistakable whistling sound was heard 
over the starboard side, and without hesitation 
I ordered the heim up and ran below to plot my 
position. I then laid off a course to Sandy- 
Hook Light, and, with my fog horn sounding 
the three blasts that 1 was running free, [ 
age the Dow right along for the light. 
hick was no name for the weather. The men 
on the forecascie could hardly be made out frem 
ait, but the-lead was giving me reassuring 
soundings all along. On Sunday I commenced 
picking up a good many vessels at anchor, but 
as I h all hands standing by, I was always 
ready to case away sheets at the first sound of 
ahorn. [t was not Many hours later before I 
made the Sandy Hook fog horn, and judging m 
distance from shore by the sound of the horn, 

icked my way right up Main Ship Channel. I 

ound the road pretty well jammed with 
all kinds of craft, and more than once, 
as [{ had a@ narrow stave, my judgment 
told me it would be well to let go an anchor for- 
ward, but I kept on thinking I might as well 
be under way as taking my chances of being run 
down while at anchor. I was drawing twelve 
feet of water, and so could afford to get off the 
channel somewhat, but as the tide turnea ebb I 
decided to let go. It was not until yesterda 
morning, when a part of the bank lifted, that t 
at last caught a sight of land and found myself 
welt up in the lower bay. It was the first 
sight of land I had had since leaving Cape Ann, 
and I could not have placed the ship nicer had 
it been bright and clear on the whole passage. 
The Dow anchored off Communipaw yester- 
day. 

Several schooner Captains in the Virginia 
trade got into port yesterday, and report strik- 
iug the fog bank as far south as the Delaware 
Capes. They all shaped their eourses and 
trusted to goed fortune te pick up Sandy Hook, 
but none ventured to navigate their way up 
the harbor as did the Dow. , 

The greatest danger which coasting vessels 
have to fear in thiok weather is being run down 
by ocean steamers. Notwithstanding the law 
directs thatin ‘mist, fog, falling snow,” &c., 
all vessels shall proceed at a reduced rate of 


.speod, steamers making & passage pay little 


attention to the regulation. They will, of course, 
note inthe log, when the weather has been 
characterized as ‘‘foggy,” thai the engines 


were slowed and the vessel proceeded 
under reduced speed. As & Matter 
of fact, ocean sateamers which are in 


the habit of running seventeen or eighteen 
knots per hour, slow to perhaps sixteen knots, 
while a twelve-knot ship will slow to ten knots. 
In each case the reduced speed is far in excess 
of what the law really intends, but as no par- 
ticular speed is designated, commanding officers 
have much left to their discretion and judg- 
ment. Shipmasters have long been of the opin- 
ion that all steamers should be compelled to 
slow to under eight Knots per hour during a fog. 

It was only some three or four Summers ago 
that one of our war ships was proceeding slowly 
under canvas during a thick fog well off the 
port of New-York, when only by mere chance 
she escaped being cut down by a transatlantic 
liner running at noé less than sixteen knots per 
hour.

OBITUARY. 


_ PETER CARPENTER BAKER. 
Peter Carpeuter Baker, who died on Sun- 
day of apoplexy at his residence, 39 East 
Thirty-eighth-street, was one of the early pub- 
lishers of law books in this city. He was born 
March 22, 1822, at North Hempstead, N. Y. 
When a boy he came to this city and entered a 
bookstore, where he learned the printer’s trade. 
In 1850 he joined Daniel Godwin and estab- 


lished the publishing firm of Baker & Godwin. 
This firm made a specialty of printing law 
books.. In 1895 Mr. Baker established the law 
pontianing firm of Baker, Voorhis & Co. at 66 

Sau-street, which is still in existénce. 

r. Baker was one ef the founders ef the Met- 
ropolitan Literary Association and was a mem- 
ber of the Eclectic Club. He was a member of 
the Union League and Lotus Clubs, During the 
war he was active in the Union cause, edit- 
ing the Sleam Press, a periodical devoted to 
pushing the Union cause. He was also one of 
the originators of the Typothet2. He was 
Chairman of the committee on erecting the 
statue of Benjamin Franklin in Printing House- 
Square, and it was through Mr. Baker's ef- 
forts that money for the pedistal. was raised. 
Mr. Baker was a member of the Sons of the 
Revolution. He was a Trustee of the Stuyve- 
sant Safe Depesit Company. He was active in 
charitable enterprises. among the latter being 
the Hahnemann Hospital. ~Mr. Baker,leaves a 
widow and three married daucnters. The fun- 
eral will be held to-morrow. The burial will be 
at Woodlawn. 


ERI Pan ts 
EDWARD SANDERSON. 
Edward Sanderson, the millionaire miller 
and politician of Milwaukee, Wis,, died sudden- 
ly last evening of Bright’s disease. Mr. San- 
derson was a brother-in-law of Congresswan 


Van Schaick. He was in his sixty-first year. 
For the last fifteen years, and until the time that 
inroads of disease prevented, he was one of the 
foremost political Aigures in Wisconsin. He 
first went into politics as a member of the oid 
guard of admirers of Matt Carpenter 
and took a prominent part in tne 
movement in 1868 which resulted in Mr. 
Carpenter’s election to the Senate. In 1876 
re-6ntered the field of general politios. In that 
year he was sent to the National Convention 
as a delegate from the Fourth Wisconsin Dis- 
trict. He was oue of the few original Hayes 


men. 

In 1880 he was a delegate at large to the Chi- 
cago Convention that nominatea Gartield. At 
that time he was elected a member oft the Re- 
publican National Committee, serving. until 
1884. During these years he was also Chair- 
man of the Republican State Central Committee 
of Wisconsin. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
Charles Cavanac, a prominent figure in Louisiana 
politics and one of the Democratic managers, died 


yesterday at New-Orleans after a short illness. He 
was born in Philadelphia in 1836 and went South in 
1857. He joined the Nicaraguan filibustering ex- 
pedition under Gen. William Wasker, and lost his 
Tight hand at the battle of Rivas. aie returned to 
New-Orleans in 1861 and entered upon his political 
career, holding first one and then another State or 
municipal office, the mostimportant beipg that of 
State Registrar of Voters. In 1876 he was a prem- 
inent member of the Democratic committee selected 
to supervise the connt of the State vote by the re- 
turning boara, and in 1877 he was sent to Washing. 
ton as the representative of the Nicholls Govern. 
ment, claiming recegnition from President Hayes 
as against the Packard or Kepublican Government 
of the State. 


James Frederick Travis, who died suddenly of 
heari failure at his residence, 133 East Sixteenth- 


Street, was well known in the chandelier trade in 
this city asa designer of merit and skill. He was 
born at Somerset, England, in 1841, and studied at 
the School ef Design uuder Edward Whyon. When 
about twenty-two years old he came to this country 
and entered the tirm of Mitchell, Vance & Co., of 
which he became &@ member. Afterward he became 
connected with Archer & Pancoast. In 1875 he es- 
tablished the firm of Travis & Murray, which failed 
about a year ago. Then Mr. Travis again be- 
came connected with Archer & Pancoast. He leaves 
a widow. The funeral will take place to-day, and 
the burial will pe at Woodlawa. 

Edward Lawrence, a former resident of this city, 
died on Wednesday last at the residence af his 
daughter, Mrs. Sarah E. Jones, in New-Lenox, II1.. 
in the eighty-sixth year of his age. About forty-six 
years .ago Mr. Lawrence went to Chicago, ulter- 
ward removing toa point named after him Lawreuce 
Manor, near Joliet. He leaves three daughters and 
three sons, one of whom, Mr. Edward 8. Lawrence, 
is a resident of this city, to mourn his loss. 

The Rev. James B. Fisher died at West Town, 
Orange County, N. Y., yesterday. He was formerly 
pastor of the Presbyterian ohurch at Deposit, but 
resigned to acceptacallto West Town, He gave 
up preaching two years ago when he was stricken 
with paralysis, He was greatly interested in Sun- 
day school work, and was prominent in all State 
gatherings. ee 

James Boyd, who diedon Sunday of pneumonia 
at his home, 138 West Forty-second-street, was for- 


merly connected with the firm of James Boyd’s 
Sons, dealers in candles, at 12 Franklin-atreet, but 
retired in 187i on account of ill heaith. At the 
time of his death he was forty-eight yeara eld. The 
funeral wiil take place to-morrow. The burial will 
be. at Woodlawn.

COUNTRY’S SHARE IN FILLING 


DEFICIENCIES IN EUROPE. 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—The May report of the 
Statistician of the Agricultural Department 
contains the result of an investigation of the 
Geficiencies of surplusof each European nation, 


especially in the production of Ameriean agri- 
cultural products that seek foreign markets. 
The average imports aud exports of ten years 
are taken to obtain the net deficiency. Of 
the European deficiency in wheat, 144,000,000 
busheis, the United States supphMes 95,000,000 
bushels. Of a deficit of 19,000,000 bushels of 
oats the United States exports 2,500,000 bush- 
els. Europe imports net less than 1,500,000 
bushels of rye, and the United States exports 
less than 3,000,000 bushels. 

The receipts ef European countries requiring 
maize do not make a sum half as large as the 
product of Illinois. Great Britain takes nearly 
three-fourths of the total, or 62,000,000 bushels, 
and this country exports 68,000,000 bushels. 
Europe imports over 1,000,000,000 pounds of 
rice, but none of it comes from the United 
States. Only Great Britain,. Belgium, and 
Portugal of all European nations do not pro- 
duce enough butter and tospare. To make up 
the deficiency—25,V00,C0® pounds—the United 
States exports 24,000,000. It requires 140,- 
000,000 pounds of cheese te supply the Euro- 
pean deficiency, of which 118,000,000 are. fur- 
nished by the United States. Of course, Europe 
has to import all her cotton, the average annual 
imports being 2,636,000,000 pounds. The 
United States sends her 1,850,000,000 pounds. 
The United States furnishes 242,000,000 
pounds of Europe’s annual deficiency of 324,- 
000,000 pounds of tobacco. 

**More cheese could ve sold,” says Mr. Dodge, 
“if its reputation for quality should be sept up 
and there were more disposition to cater to 
fastidious or peculiar foreign tastes. Butter 
exports could be enlarged if they were of better 
quality. Evaporated or _ preserved fruits, 
oranges of the Southern or Pacific eeasts, wines 
from Califernia, may seek a profitable market, 
as surplus stocks, as a safety valve to the home 
market. Whatagricuitural products are now 
importedjthat our country and climateare capa- 
bie of producing? Sugar is the first to be sug- 
geated. Flax and hemp should be more exten- 
sively grown.”

A FIGHT WITH CANADIAN INDIANS. 
WINNIPEG, May 20.—Word has just been re- 
ceived here of a ferocious fight which took place 


near Fort MacLeod last week between Blood 
Indians on one side and a force composed of 
seldiers, cowboys, and Gros Ventres on. the 
other. It seems that the bloods have lately been 
stealing horses from the Gros Ventres, and the 
latter, assisted by soldiers and cowboys, made 
an effort to recover the stolen animals. 

As usual, stories as to the number killed are 

conflicting, but it is certain that quite a large 
number were slain. Most of the bodies were 
carried away by friends of the fallen, but three 
or four were discovered in °a field minus the 
scalps. 
- The Indians appear to have got the worst of 
the encounter, although they got away with 
most of the stolen horses, and are now being 
closely pursued by mounted police. 

Another encounter is likely to take place when 
the police come upon them, and serious trouble 
is feared. Itis alleged that American Indians

PITTSBURG ORE RATES REDUCED. . 

PITTSBURG, May 20,—Presidents Newell and 
Oliver of the Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroads 
and Vice President McCullough of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company’s lines west of Pitteburg held a 
conference to-day with result8 important to 
Pittsburg and its chief interest, the iron and 
steel industry. 

The recent emphatic protests of Andrew Car- 
negie against alleged unjust discriminations in 
iron ore freights in favor of Chicago and 
against Pittsburg had brought matters to such 
& point that, with the inter-State commerce law 


a8 it is, something had to bedone. Besides, be- 
fore sailing for Europe, Mr. Carnegie clearly in- 
timated that he had arrived at such an under- 
standing of President Roberts’s purposes for the 
Pennsylvania as enabled him to predict a fair 
and equitable outeome of the matter. 

It caine, in part at least, from the conference 
referred to to-day. After consultation and com- 
parison of notes the heads of the three Piitts- 
burg railway feeders from the West agreed to 
reduce rates on iron ore from the three Lake 
Erie ports to Pittsburg 20 cents per ton. That 
is, ore that has heretofore commanded a tarift 
of $1 25 per ton from Cleveland, Ashtabula, or 
Fairport, Ohio, to Pittsburg, will hereafter 
come here at $1 05 per ‘ton. 

Chicago will have to look out if sbe still ex- 
pects to maintain her steel rail supremacy, for 
it is understood that the rate on coke from the 
Connellsville region to Pittsburg is also to come 
down to a fair proportion of the rate from Con- 
nelleville to Chicago. As to how far this aa- 
vantage to the Pittsburg iron and steel manu- 
facturers will enable them to make concessions 
to their employes in the coming wage scale con- 
flict is is ditficult to say, though they certainly 
have less of discrimination against themselves 
to urge as an argument for reducing wages.

A SOUTHERN RATE WAR. 

This interesting information was con- 
tained in a letter received in Wall-street yester- 
day from Anniston, Ala.: 


“A bitter. war of rates has just commenced in this 
State between the Lovisviile and Nashyille and 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Roads, 
whioh may involve several other large Southern 
systems. In consequence of the East Tennessed 
having cut the rates north and east by the Mobile 
and Birmingham Railroad, which it has recently 
acquired, aud also redueing the rates to eo 
north of Calera on the Louisville and Nashville, 
the jatter read has given instructions to conductors 
not to honor tickets over its line coming from the 
Mobile and Birmingham. To meet this the Mobile 
and Birmingham Company, acting through the 
Hast Tennessee, has broken all its connections with 
the Louisville and Nashville at Calera. 

*‘As a oheck to this it is said the next move of the 
Louisville and Nashville will be to sell tickets to 
Selma, by way of Montgomery and the Western 
Railroaa, making close connections at Montgomery 
both ways, for the Same fare asif the tickets read 
by way of Calera. This is the war as it stands to- 
day on the surface, but beneath it all it can be 

lainly seen that the East Tennessee, Virginia and 

seorgia now has the excase it has long been wait- 
ing for to build into Birmingham and ontgomery. 
This it will likely do at onee and it will be a stagger- 
ing blow to the Louisville and Nashville, as these 
points have been its main strongholds.”

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 20.—Samuel R. Ains- 
lie, the present General Superintendent of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, will become General 
Manager of the Wisconsin Central Railroad on 
July 1.

Mr. Ainslie 
was born at Sandusky, Ohio, in 1848, and en-

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
The contest between the towns of Frankfort and 
Marion, Ind., for the general car shops of the To- 


ledo, St. Louis and Kansas City Railroad is ex- 
tremely spirited. At both poiuts elections were held 
on Tuesday of last week to vote subsidies to the 
company as inducements for the location of tho 
shops. The election at Frankfort on the proposition 
to give a subsidy of $57,000 was a spirited one, 
being carried by 532 majority, the Pe gpa being 
principally farmers. At Marion the proposition 
was to give $40,000 for the same purpose, and the 
election was carried by an immense majority. The 
shops will be extensive and are worth struggling 
for. The Board of Directors wili now choose be- 
tween the two towns. 


The shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
from Chicago to the seaboard by the lines in the 


Central Traffic Association last week aggregated 
16,076 tons, against 15,816 for the preceding week, 
an increase of 260 tons, and against 17,684 for the 
corresponding week last year, a decrease of 1,508 
tons, The Vanderbilt lines carrled 50.3 per cent. 
of the total, the Pennsylvania lines 20.4 per cent., 
the Chicago and Grand Trunk 20.4, and the Balti- 
more and Ohio 8.9. 

The sale of the Richmond and Alleghany Rauroad 
was confirmed by the Circuit Court at Richmond, 
Va., yesterday, and the deed issued to the pur- 
chasers. The new Richmond and Alleghany Com. 
pany was formed with Krwin Davis of New-York 
as President. The *road was then turned over to 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Company, by which it 
will ba operated. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission has fixed 
next Monday asthe time for Hearing the case of 
the Chicago Board of Trade against the Western 
railrvads, in which the latter are accused of dis. 
crimination against Chicago in rates on live hogs 
and packing-house products, 

There is a renewal of the rumors that the Penn. 
sylvania Railroad is planning to get station facili- 
ties in the centro of Baltimore. The place referred 
to is the square opposite the City Hall. It will be 
even more central than is the Broad-street station 
in Philadelphia. 

Tho Directors of the Northern Railroad have is- 
sued an annual report at Concord, N. H. After pay- 
a, Ree usual dividend of 3 per cent. they havea 
balance of $16,992 left. No action has been taken 
on consolidation with other roads,

Whipple and is at present at the 
head ef the list of Assistant Adjutants General, and 
the usuai course of army promotion would bring 
him to the fore, especially in view of the fact of his 
extended experience of late at the head of the corps 
im the absence of Gen. Drum. Bat there is a prece- 
dent in @ somewhat similar case. which led 
to the selection of Gen. Buird as the head of 
the Inspectors’ corps over Gen. Jones, who 
outranked him, although he was younger, On the 
other hand, there is the case of;Gen, Caseyjand Gen.

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A TALK WITH MR, VILLARD 


He Reviews the O. and T. Situation from the 
Beginning.

CLAIMING TO CONTROL AN ABSOLUTE MA- 
JORITY OF THE STOCK—AN IDEA FOR 
THE RELIEF OF THE MARKET. 

A Tribune reporter yesterday went to 
Henry Villard’s country seat, at Dobbs Ferry, 
on the Hudson, for the purpose of obtaining a 
statement from him regarding Oregon and 
Transcontinental affairs. He was courteously 
received, and the following colloquy took place: 


Mr. Villard—1 came up here on Friday after- 
noon for two days’ rest. I have made it an in- 
variable rule heretofore to decline interviews 
with representatives of the pressin my country 
retreat, but under the extraordinary circuin- 
stances that have occurred during the last 
week, I consider it my duty to make an excep- 
tion tothe rule. So you are the first reporter 
that finds me in this mood. I will take pleasure 
in answering any proper questions that you 
may desire toaskme. * ™ * 

Q,—I have noticed two advertisements in the 
newspapers asking for proxies of Oregon and 
Transcontinental stockholders, one signed by 
yourself and others, the other by Elijah Smith 
and others. What are the opposing interests in 
the pending contest? A.—The opposing inter- 
ests are the Oregon and Transcontinental Com- 
pany on the one hand and the Union Pacitic 
and Oregon Short Line Companies on the other. 

Q.—Afiow do these interests come to be op- 
posed to each other? A.—The Oregon and 
Transcontinental veepany holds upward of 
$12,000,000 of the stoek of the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company, being a majority of 
the whole stock of that company. This last- 
named company is leased to the Oregon Short 
Line Company on a6 percent. rentaland the 
Union Pacifico Company guarantees the rental, 
Is it not easy to see that if the Union Pacific 
and Short Line interest controls the Oregon and 
Transcontinental it controls also the vot- 
ing power of the Oregon’ Railway and 
Navigation Company, and can thus vote 
on both sides of the table on any proposition 
to modify the lease, either as to the amount of 
rental or as to any other matter connected with 
it? The interest of the Oregon and Transcon- 
tinental Company, as the chief owner of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company, is 
that the terms of the lease should not be modi- 
fied to its disadvantage and, at all events, that 
its interests shall be represented by its owners 
and not by the lessees of the property. 

Q.-—Has Elijab Smith any particular reason 
for personal hostility to youin the contest for 
the control of the Oregon and Transcontinental 
Company? A.—He is the last man in the world 
who should entertain any other feelings than 
those of friendship and gratitude toward me. 


ASKED TO COME TO THE RESCUE. 

Q.—Will you say what you mean by this? A.— 
In the last days of August, 1887, Elijah Smith 
and several other Directors of the Oregon and 
Transcontinental Company and a prominent 
Boston banker suddenly appeared in my office 
one Friday afternoon. They informed me, ina 
great state of excitement, that Elijah Smith 
needed money badly, that several millions of 
call loans, due by the Oregon and Transconti- 
nental Company, were being called right and 
left, that every effort had been made to respond 
to the calis, but that the company wasno longer 
able to raise a dollar, and that, unless it had 
immediate relief, it would be obliged to go to 
the wall.

interest with them. The banking firm was 
given a eertain time totake them up and pay 
for them, but found itself unabie to sell or take 
them up owing tothe high rate for money. 
Farther, Smith bad, in order to satisfy his ambi- 
tion of becoming President of the Norther Pa- 
cific, gone into the market and bought for ac- 
count of the Oregon Transcontinental Company 
70,000 shares of Northern Pacific stock, which 
he was carrying through call loans. I was told 
that $35,000,006 of immediate cash was needed 
to save the company and to prevent a panic in 
Wall-street, which the mest experienced bank- 
ers thought would surely take place if the com- 
pany became bankrupt, as agreat stringency of 
money already prevailed. 

After a short reflestion I resolved to make an 
effort to prevent that disaster. I made the 
strongest possible appeal to my foreign friends, 
and, within forty-eight hours, I was furnished 
with $5,000,000 ef actual cash by cable trans- 
fers. Thisenabled me to place sufficient casn 
in the treasury of the company by purchase ef 
securities, which nobody else was willing to 
buy at the time, and thus to save it from actual 
failure. I declined to accept the Presidency 
offered to me, but [ accepted the Northern Pa- 
cific proxies, and succeeded in arranging with 
tne Old Northern Pacitic Directors for a com- 
promise board, including myself. Elijah Smith 
was very anxious to go into the board, but I 
refused to name him for a place, which is, no 
doubt, one of his grievances. I also helped 
him to ebtain $25,000 as one year’s additional 
salary as President of the Oregon and Trans- 
continental Company. 

1 recall these facts in view of the ridiculous 
statements that have been circulated in the press 
and received, I regret to say, some credence, 
that I, who had then prevented the collapse of 
the Oregon and Transcontinental Company, 
Was now bent upon injuring it. It will not be 
amiss, to add that neither Sidney Dillon nor F. 
L. Ames, who were then Directors of the com- 
pany, offered to put upasingle dollar for its 
salvation. 

HIS REASONS FOR CONSENTING. 

Q.—What made you consent to become Preai- 
dent of the Oregon and Transcontinental Com- 
pany at the last annual election, notwithstand- 
ing your declination of the place atthe time 
you spoke of? A.—From that time forward it 
was urged by personal friends, original Oregon 
and Transcontinental stockholders and others, 
that it was my duty to take charge of the com- 
pany’s affairs, and to make every possible 
effort to rehabilitate it. Knowing that I could 
not comply with their wishes, without be- 
ing sure of a strong financial backing 
enabling me to take oare of the fleat- 
ing indebtedness of the company and 
provide it with aworking capital, I would not 
consent until I had personally consulted, last 
April a year ago, with my friends abroad, for 
which purpose I went to Germany. Having re- 
ceived their consent, we purchased for joint ac- 
count with American friends 50,000 shares of 
Oregon and Transcontinental stock in the open 
market, making us the; largest stockholders at 
that time and éver since. As set forth in tho 
circular just issued to the Oregon and Trans- 
continental stockholders, I have labored in- 
cessantly ever since to bring about the double 
object of paying off the company’s floating dept 
and providing it with a large working capital 
for active operations. 

Q.—In the third affidavit which youhave made 
in reply to the complaint a f which a temporary 
injunction to restrain the Issue of $10,000,000 
Oregon and Transcontinental preferred stock 
was obtained you strenuously deny any inten- 
tion to make a secret issue of the stock, as al- 
leged in the complaint, for the purpose of vot- 
ing it at the ensuing election.

Q.—Some people think that you have been in- 
atrumentai in bringing about the present corner 
in Oregon and Transcontinental Company 
atock. Is there any foundation forthis? A.—It 
is absolutely untrue. We have done nething 
peyond buying stock, paying for it, and holding 
on to it. I presume the other side has done the 
same. The corner must be therefore simply 
due to the foolishness of the shorts in selling 
more steck thanthere is, I took occasion every 
duy, in the last fortnight, in my office to cau- 
tion against just this contingency. But lregret 
to say that, in some cases at least, my advice 
was not heeded. Iam very anxious to pat an 
erd to the distressing state of things at the 
Stock Exchange, and [ am thinking somewhat 
of proposing to the other side that each shall 
contribute 10,000 shares of our holdings for the 
relief of the market, of course under proper 
conditions and restrictions.—New- York Tribune, 
May 20.

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MRS. AYER’S QUEER STORY 


SHEf SAYS SHE WAS DRUGGED 
BY MR. SEYMOUR. 

STOCK IN THE RECAMIER COMPANY IN 
DISPUTE — JUDGE DALY PRESENTED 
WITH MANY AFFIDAVITS. 

Judge Daly, in the Court of Common 
Pleas, yesterday listened to tho reading of afli- 
davita which affirmed and denied a pecuiiar 
story. Mrs. Harriet Hubbard Ayer, President 
of the Recamier Manufacturing Company, took 
the afiirmative and James M. Seymour, who 
Was head of the stock-broking firm of Seymour, 
Baker & Co., and his son, Allen Lewis Seymour, 
the negative. Stephen H. Olin and Austen G. 
Fox appeared for Mra.,Ayer and Gen. Roger A. 
Pryor and Edward H. Cahill for the defense. 

Mrs. Ayer has brought suit against James M. 
Seymour individually and as Assistant Treas- 
urer of the Recamier Manufacturing Comany, 
Allen Lewis Seymour, the Treasurer; the Re- 
camier Manufacturing Company, and her daugh~ 
ter, Harriet T. Seymour, the wife of Alien Lewis 
Seymour, for the recovery of 498 shares of the 
Recamier Company’s stock A sult has also 
been brought by the Reeamier Company against 
the Seymours to recover over $20,000 alleged 
to have been taken from the company’s funds. 
In the former case Mrs. Ayer’s lawyers, 
before Judge Daly, made a motion for 
an injunction to prevent the 498 shares 
of stock being voted on at a coming 
meeting of the company, and in the latter to 
prevent ths taking of further money from the 
company’s treasury. Mrs. Seymour was not rep- 
resented by counsel. The lawyers for the other 
aefendants demurred to the suit brought by 
Mrs. Ayer in the name of the company, on the 
ground that she had no power to bring such an 
action. It was, however, agreed that an in- 
junction should stand in that case. On the 
other motion tor an injunction Judge Daly re- 
served his decision, and as to the second action 
veins he wages properly, further papers will be 

anded up. 

Mrs. Ayer’s complaint charges not alone that« 
the Seymours. made a deliberate effort to defraud 
her, but that James M. Seymour attempted to 

poison her. She says that James M. Seymour 

oaned her $50,000 to use in her business, and 
that, as collateral security, she placed in his 
poxsession 498 shares of the company, indorsed 
in blank by her, it being stipulated that the vot- 
ing power on the stock should not be exercised. 

Ort the remaining stock 30 sharea went to Mrs. 

Lutie Mason, 1 to Allen Lewis Seymour, 1 to 

Albert Watson, and 470 were kept in her pos- 

session. This wasin 1887, when the company 

was organized and incorporated. By August, 

‘1888, the fifty-thousand-dollar ‘indebtedness to 

James M. Seymour was wiped out. 

On April 9, 1888, Mrs. Ayer declares she was 
taken ill at her residence in this city, and was 
obliged to go to Montclair, N. J. In December, 

‘1888, soon after her daughter’s marriage to 

Allen Lewis Seymour, she sailed for Europe, 

her health being much sbatterea. She returned 

to New-York Feb. 25, 1889, and then made the 
discovery that the 498 shares pledged with 

James M. Seymour stood in the name of her 

daughter, Harriet T. Seymour. 

In May, 1888, she believes, James M. Seymour 
and Allen Lewis Seymour conspired against her 
to get possession of the stock, and also tried to 
have her rendered or declared insane and unfit 
to manage her business. They gave ber, she 
says, drugs in excessive quantities, bromide of 
lithia and sulfonal, and tried to persuade ber 
daughter that she was not same. Aftor she 
reached Europe, she declares, the Seymours 
were notified of her every movement, and by 
various means tried to prevent her return. 

After a meeting of the company, held June 2, 
1888, of which she says she was not notified, 
and at which James M. Seymour, she declares, 
was elected Assistant Treasurer, she alleges 
that he went to her residence, 120 West Thir- 
teenth-street, broke into a closet ands trunks, 
and took valuable papers. He also, she says, 
by means of a letter, purporting to be signed by 
her, gotfrom Dr. J. W. Pinkham of Montclair 
Valuable papers, 

In her affidavit Mrs. Ayer declares that in 
November, 1888, James M. Seymour brought 
-to her residence and gave her, mixing the 
potion himself, bromide of lithia, and that after 
taking several doses she determined that it 
was injurious, and refused to take avy morte, 
although he urged her to continue its use. She 
was told by Dr. George F. Sbhrady that she 
should not take the drug. 

At Stuttgart, in December, 1888, Lona Ray- 
mond, Mrs. Ayer’s maid, declares in an affidavit 
‘Mrs. Ayer took Dr. Veuffel’s method of cure for in- 
sOmnia, and was under the exclusive care of a 
Miss Howard. Miss Howard administered fifteen 
grains of sulfonal each half hour, until at length 
Mrs. Ayer refused, in a lucid moment, to take 
more. She was unconscious for over a week 
from the effects of the medicine. Miss Howard 
is supposed by the complainant to have been 
employed by the Seymours. 

Henry T. Thomas, a publisher of this city, in 
an afiidavit, declares that one of the Seymours 
told him Miss Howard was well known to them. 
Allen Lewis Seymour, be deciaresin the same 
affidavit, said thathe had sent Mrs. Ayer a 
cabie signed Grubb,” which he thought would 
keep her walting at Paris instead of coming 
home. Gen. Burd Grubb, he explained, was an 
oid friend of hers. 

Dr. George F. Shrady signed an affidavit to 
the effect that the doses of sulfonal which Mrs. 
Ayer took &t Stuttgart were excessive. 

The aflidavits presented by the defense de- 
nied Mrs. Ayer’s charges in every respect. 
James M. Seymeur declared that prior to Nov. 
9, 1887, he had advanced Mrs. Ayer large sums 
of money, as she had no money to carry on her 
business. When the Recamier Manufacturing 
Company was organized, she offered him one- 
half the capital stock, which she gave him in 
April, 1887. This was to be held as his abso- 
lute property and not as security for 
any loan. Mrs. Ayer, it was ar- 
ranged, should have $1,000 a month for 
salary as Preeident, and she nad drawn, as such 
salary, over $40,000, He held the shares until 
November, 1888, when, moved by natural alfeo- 
tion, he gave to his son’s wife 498 of them. One 
le gave to Albert Watson and one to his son. 
Without his assistance the business would have 
failed, as it was being very poorly managed 
and had no capital. 

Mr. Seymour declared he had made no at- 
tempts to poison or drug Mrs. Ayer and had 
notin any way, as alleged by her, got posses- 
fion of any of her papers or letters and had 
made no efforts to keep her in Europe. Allen 
Lewis Seymour made similar denials, and their 
statements in regard to the conduct of the busi- 
ness were corroborated by affidavits of several 
employes and by the affidavit of Albert Watson. 

Through the course of the argument Mrs. 
Ayer sat by her counsel and cast scornful looks 
ut the Seymours, who sat behind Gen. Pryor. 
Mrs. Seymour, her daughter, was not in court.

The posslne said, there- 
fore, that he was sure of it. Mayor Grant 
didn’t care to talk about this elther. Then the 
gossips switched off and said that Mr. Plunkitt 
wouldn’t accept the Dock Commis sionership, 
but that he would certainly name the man who 
would do so. : 

The little boom for Stephen B. French’s ap- 
pointment as a Police Justice did not seem to 
grow appreciabiy. It was still flabby and: 
scarcely defined. The latess name mentioned 
for the office is thatof Register James J. Slevin, 
but names within the last few days have been 
usually mentioned for much the, same purpose 
as questions are asked in debating clubs. The 
favorites in the race are ex-Regieter John Reilly 
and Mr. Slevin’s deputy, J. J. Martin.

Martinot, and a large 
pillow of white pinks, with the following words 
in violets: “Aloha Nnioe Kapua,” This was 
said to be in the Hawaian lancuage and “ Aloha 
Nuioe” was interpreted **‘ My best love,” while 
**Kapua” was said to bo the Hawaiian name 
bestowed upon Mrs. W. Irving Bishop by Kala- 
kaua, King of the Sandwich Islands. Its meaning 
in English, according to Mrs. Bishop, is ‘stately 
and beautiful.” The white pink pillow with the 
violet Hawaiian inscription was from Mrs. W. 
Irving Bishop. 

George Francis Train sent a box of pansy. 
boutonnitres for the pall bearers, but was un- 
able to find more than one, Walter Hubbell, the 
Secretary of the Actors’ Order of Friendship. 
It began to look at this time as though the 
formality of pall bearers would have to be done 
away with, notwithstanding the imposing list 
that had been previously published in the pa- 
pers.

SUPERVISOR SHEARMAN FROZE OUT. 

lt became known yesterday that William 
Pitt Shearman, the former Commissioner of 
Accounts and more recently Supervisor of the 
Finance Department under Controller Myers, 
had resigned the latter position last week and 
is nolonger connected with that department. 
Mr. Shearman was appointed to the position on 
Apriil by the Controller, and held it undis- 
‘turbed until the warrant for his month’s salary 
was presenteé eo Mayor Grant for his signa- 
ture on May 1, The Mayor refused to sign the 
Warrant because, he said, Mr. Shearman did 
not pass acivil service examination and was 
not entitled to his appointwent. 

The Controller heid that Mr. Shearman’s posi- 
tion did not come within the requirements ot 
the Civil Service act and was purely a confiden- 
tial office, and that the Mayor had no right to 
withnold his signature. The Mayor, however, 
held to his former belief, and Mr. Shearman did 
not xet his salary. Rather than cause troubie, 
Mr. Shearman sent in his resignation, and the 
Controller in the same spirit accepted it. This 
is the reason fer Mr. Shearman’s withdrawal, 
as given by himself. Mr. Shearman is not a 
Tammany man, and under the rule of that 

aternal organization none but men who be- 
ong to it can get any salary from the City Gov- 
ernment, if its men of ‘‘iuflooen¢e” can help it. 
Mr. Shearman will, it is believed, endeavor to 
secure payment for his work, not withstanding 
the Mayor’s doubts about his rigbts. His salary 
was at the rate of $5,000 a year. 








RIDING FIFTEEN MILES T0 GIVE BAIL.

The bankis in a one-story ‘extension in the 
rear of a brick block on Broadway, and is 
reached by a passage which runs between the 


Post Office and Clement & Bloodgood’s dry 
goods store. The burgiars, who were well- 
dressed oung men, were first seen 
at 8 o’clock in the evening, when they 
went up Flushing Creek in a boat and 
made fast to a steamboat dock.» About 1 
o’elock a night watchman was hailed by Janitor 
Hand of the savings bank, who said there were 
burglars inthe bank. Three officers soon ar- 
rived, but the burglars had made their escape. 
Hand said that he had been awakened by the 
burglar alarm in his room, and that his wife 
had immediately picked up some pieces of coal, 
rushed to the window, and threw them upon 
the roof of the bank building below. ‘Thies was 
what frightened tho burglars away. In the 
bank was found a burglar’s kit of good quality. 

Exawmination of the bank premises showed 
that the burgiars had cut a hole about 6 inches 
square in the iron shutter on the western win- 
dow in the rear of the bank. Through this they 
had shoved a stick with which they unhooked 
the catch holding the shutters close. The win- 
dow was then lifted, and its movement set olf 
the alarm. 

The bank officials yesterday said that the safo 
is a particularily strong one, and contains very 
little money. 

The burglars had, before their attempt on the 
bank, cut a hole through a shutter in Clement & 
ag phys store, but had not opened the win- 

ow. 


BRODIWS IITILE JUMP.

HE IMITATES SAM PATCH AND TAKES 
A LEAP AT PASSAIC FALLS. « 
PATERSON, N. J., May 20.—**Steve” Brodie 
jumped oft the rocks into the basin below the 
Passaic Falls at 5 o’clock this morning. The 
distance is about ninety feet. He was clad in 
red flannel. He came up, floated on his back, 
turned over, and swam for shore. Perhaps he 
would not have reached it but for the assistance 
of men who waded out to him. He took the 
6:30 train for New-York. 
Since Sam Patch first made ths jump in 1827 
it has been taken by hundreds of Paterson men

WORK AMONG THE NEGROES 


TOPICS DISCUSSED BY THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

THE CONFESSION OF FAITH AND THE 
LONG CATECHISM DECLARED TO RE- 
QUIRE AN EDUCATED TASTE. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church devoted much of its session yester- 
day to the consideration of the educational and 
missionary work of the Church among the ne- 
groes in the South—a matter considered by 
many the most‘important before the General 
Assembly. 

The committee’s report, which was very ex- 
haustive, was read by Dr. John F. Magill of 
Iowa. It dealt largely with the statistics of 
1880 and estimates deduced therefrom, and de- 
plored the fact that the Presbyterian Church 
was not doing its full duty inthe premises. 
There were 4,000,000 negroes in the country at 
the close of the war. These had since increased 
to double that number, and the younger genera- 
tion was far less docile and tractable than the 
older. Illiteracy was on the increase and the 
ordinary avenues of occupation were in large 
measure closed to the colored people. Only 
education, not ordinary elementary training in 
the “three R’s,” but Christian education and 
manual training, would averta great national 
catastrophe, The Presbyterian Board of Edu- 
cation among the freedmen was commended as 


@® meditum through which all people could per- 
torm a patriotic duty and render philanthropic 
service. 

Dr. R. H. Allen, Secretary of the board, made 
au address, ip the course of which he mentioned 
several proposed methods of dealing with the 
negro question. Expatriation had been suxg- 
xested, but this was impossible, * The negroes 
had come to stay. Their natural increase was 
at the rate of 600 per day. The Government 
eould not build snips fast enough to take them 
out of the country, if that should be attempted. 
Men might come and men might go, but the 
negro would go on forever. The board needed 
movey. Last year they started in with a deficit 
ot $18,000, and had to discontinue ten schools 
and decline nineteen new ones In consequence, 

Father Joseph Williams of South Carolina, a 
very durk negro of eighty-four years, with 
patches of white hair on his head, made lets of 
tun for the Commissioners. He was a Comniis- 
sioner in 1869 and once since, and was proud 
again to have the distinction. He said the Con- 
tession of Faith was all right; it was merely a 
condensation of the Scriptures; butit was too 
strong for the colored people. They didn’t like 
the Long Catechism and Confession, und: there 
were some other uneducated people who didn’t 
like it because they diun’t understand it. I[t 
required an educated taste to like the Confes- 
sion of Faith ana the Long catechism. There- 
tore they must educate the colored men and then 
they wouid be good Presbyterians. 

The threatened contest over the reso)ution ap- 
proving the ability, devotion, and faithirulness 
of the present board did not occur. It was re- 
ported that Dr. Dickie and Dr. Hamlin had con- 
ferred over the matter aud Dr. Dickie had given 
assurances that the matters complained of 
should be rectified, and that Dr. Hamlin bad 
withdrawn the protest of Washington Presby- 
tery to the approval of the report. By common 
consent the watter Was Maude the subject of de- 
bate at 9:30 o’clock this morning. 

Other reports were by Dr. J. D. Smith of the 
Committee on Religious Instruction in the 
Army, asking to be continued; irom the same 
Commissioner of the Committee on Chureh 
Unity, that communications had been ex- 
changed with the Episcopal and Congregational 
Churches, and from Dr. William O. Rustan of 
the Committee on Immigrunt Population, 
setting forth the duties and responsibilities of 
the Church toward the foreign-born citizens of 
the country. 

In the afternoon Dr. Tunis S. Hamlin of 
Washington read the report of the Board of 
Ministerial Relief, showing that 615 families 
were now wholly or partially dependent upon 
tbe board for their support. The income from 
all sources during 1888 was $129,000, and for 
the year ending 1889 it was only $127,500. The 
committee earnestly recommended that $150,- 
O0OU be raised by the churches for this work dur- 
ing the yeartocome. All the recommendations 
were adopted. 

The Rev. L. 8. Coffin, who has been investi- 
gating the treatment of railroad employes, by 
consent of the assembly told some of their 
hardships. Because of the refusal of the rall- 
road coinpanies to progide improved eouplers 
the lives and limba of Many men were annually 
sacrificed. He wished the matter looked into, 

The Rev. Dr. Scott, President Huarrison’s 
father-in-law, was a visitor to the assembly. 

Several overtures and complaints from Pres- 
byteries and individuals were referred to appro- 
priate committees to be investigated, and tnen 
the Commissioners adjourned to pay their 
promised vislt to the Union Theological Semi- 
nary. 

In the evening a lhrge audience, including 
many of the Commissioners, attended tbe 
Freedman’s meeting at Dr... Thompson’s church, 
Madison-avenue and Fifty-third-street, over 
which the Rev. Dr. Charles A. Dickie of Phila- 
delphia presided. Addresses were made by the 
Rev. William 8. Fulton, the Rey. Daniel J. 
Sanders, the Kev. Dr. A. E. Torrence, and the 
Rev. Lewis Jobnson, (ail but the first named 
colored mnen,) in which the need of missionary 
work among the freedmen was eloquently set 
forth. Notwithstanding many discouragements 
there was wuch to inspire hope for the future, 
the speakers suid, 





QUICK TRIP TO SING SING. 

The wheels of justice never spun around 
80 quickly as they did,yesterday in the case of 
John McCarthy and John Cunningham, who 
robbed a countryman in Doyers-street at 5:30 
o’clock in the morning, and were on their way 
to Sing Sing at 2:15 o’elock in the afternoon. 
The men, who were both ex-convicts, were 
showing Benjamin F. Howe of Danbury, Conn., 
the sights of the Sixth Ward on Sunday evening 
and knocked him down in Doyers-street to take 
the $28 in bills that he still possessed away 
with them as a souvenir of their pleasant time. 
They were caught in the act by an officer, taken 
before Justice Kilbreth at the Tombs Police 
Court, and committed. An indictment for rob- 
bery in the first degree was found against 
them by the Grand Jury, they were taken be- 
fore Recorder Smyth, pleaded guilty to robbery 
in the second degree, were each sentenced to 
nine years and six months in Sing Sing, and 
were on their way there before they had thor- 
oughly digested the axiom that the way of the 
found-out tranegressor is bard.

“NO FANOY UNIFORMS. 


THE ADJUTANT GENERAL WILL HAVE 
ALL STATE TROOPS DRESSED ALIKE. 
In preparation for the recent centennial 

parade it was ordered, through the Adjutant 

General’s office, by the Commander in Chief of 

the National Guard that the State service uni- 

form, heretofore permitied to be embellished by 
the addition of brass shoulder scales, white 
cross belts, and decorative trimmings of various 
descriptions, should be restored to its original 
integrity. 
on the presumption that it applied enly to the 
public-appearanee of the troops of the untl- 
formed militia of the State in the public demon- 

stration of April 30. 

This presumption, however, appears to have 
been altogether ill founded. Having succeeded 
in effecting a uniformity in the clothing of the 
National Guard, through the meaiumship of 
the ventennial parade, the Adjutant General 
proposes te continue it in that state. Speaking 
on this sabject, Gen. Porter said: “The 
orders referring to making uniform the State 
service dress were proposed to be perma- 
nent. All permissions heretofore granted to 
change or add to the uniform were abrogated 
by thatorder. In fature no command will be 
authorized or permitted to appear in public 
on the occasions of parades under State orders 
in any other than the service dress pugfe and 
simple. There is no objection to organizations 
adopting and equipping themselves ina ‘dis- 
tinctive’ uniform at the individual expense of 
its members, these uniferms to be worn on 0oc- 
casions of tudependent ceremonial display. But 
wherever and whenever the troops ef the Na- 
tional Guard parade as representatives of the 
uniformed militia of the State they will be re- 
quired to appear equipped in the State service 
uniform pure and simple.” 

It is not alone the regiments who have been at 
cousiderable outiay in embellishing the service 
dress who are likely to be affected by the rigid 
enforcement of the orders promulgated in con- 
nection with the centennial parade. The out 
come of that public demonstration has cen- 
vinced the military authorities at Albany that 
the peried of option has passed and the time 
has arrivea when every organization of the 
National Guard should be compelled to stand 
on the same basis in respect of clothing and 
equipment. 

But twe regiments ef the State militia force 
—the Seventh and Twenty-second—refuse to ac- 


impressed itself upon the Albany military 
authorities that the predilections of 1,500 men 
can no longer. be prudently permitted to weigh 
against the interests of 12,000 men; and It 
has, therefore, been virtually determined to so 
change the military code that all organizations 
of the National Guard, without reference to 
their personal preferences, shall be compeiled 
lo wear @ common uniiorm.
